The scope of Japan’s shipbuilding activities is indi- 
cated by the following summary of the work of one yard 
printed in Shipping Illustrated. “A large extension of 
equipment is projected by the Mitsubishi Dockyard and 
Engine Works at Kobe. This company is to build four 
steamers this year, ranging from 2,000 tons to 6,000 
tons, while the construction of other vessels on its own 
account is also contemplated. To meet the increased 
demand for building capacity, the management has 
undertaken the construction of two new docks, and a 
new floating dock of 20,000 tons lifting capacity. It 
is said that when these projects are completed the 
Mitsubishi yard in Kobe will be able to build ships ag- 
gregating 60,000 tons a year. A new engine shop is now 
being constructed with the intention of manufac- 
turing Diesel engines for land and marine purposes, 
especially for submarine boats, together with petrol 
engines for aeroplanes, motor boats and motor cars. The 
new shop is expected to be finished by about the mid- 
dle. of this year. It has also been decided to commence 
the manufacture of the ‘Stal’ type of steam turbine.

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The Bureau of Ordnance of the Navy Department 
is having manufactured by the du Pont Co. smoke boxes 
suitable for use by merchant vessels as a means of es- 
cape from attacking submarines. Merchant vessels de- 
siring to procure these smoke boxes can obtain them 
from the du Pont Co. The cost will be approximately 


as follows: Smoke funnel, each, $125.00; phosphorus, 
pound, $1.75; smoke boxes, each, $25.00. The smoke 
funnel is for the production of smoke on board the 


vessel and requires only the fuel for its continued use: 


The smoke boxes are for throwing overboard and once 
used can not be recovered, The Navy Department is 


to issue smoke boxes to all vessels carrying armed 
guards and has announced as its policy that smoke- 
producing apparatus for the use of merchant vessels 
should be available for every vessel desiring to pur- 
chase it.

She will displace 32,000 tons and while 
similar in many respects to the Ise, under construction 
at Kobe, is expected to embody several important im- 
provements and to develop more speed than the twenty- 
two knots credited to the latter vessel.. Japan has five 
dreadnoughts in commission or building and four battle 
cruisers. Two additional ships of the battle cruiser class 
are to be completed by 1928.

PLAN FOR WAR HONORS. 


To THE EpiIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvVy JOURNAL: 

In view of the fact that no one else has formulated and 
offered to Congress a comprehensive plan for the creation 
and bestowal of the war honors that now are necessary, I 
have ventured to perform that task myself. I will not 
stop to criticize those who should have been forethought- 
ful and active in this matter, long ago, but will confi- 
dently hope for the cordial support that this particular 
cause now has a right to expect. Surely every thought- 
ful person who has read closely the reports of occur- 
rences at the fighting front in France, Belgium and else- 


where must now be aware of the enormous military 
value of the war medals, crosses and Legion-of-Honor 
decorations that are being bestowed so wisely and so 
well by France and England. The potential value of 
such decorations, bestowed on the field of battle, and in 
quick time after the deeds of valor for which they stand, 
is not open to argument or debate. The value is just as 
fixed and as well-known to the world as is the power of 
a 15-inch gun. 

At present the honor system of the United States Goy- 
ernment is so limited in scope and so slow in application 
that a new foundation is very necessary. It would not 
be adequate for a fifth-rate colonial dependency, much 
less for the resourceful, inventive. intelligent and capable 
United States of America. With full knowledge of the 
existing war medal, dating back to 1863, and the amend- 
ments that were made in 1904 and again in 1916 regard- 
ing pensions for medal holders, I hold that the present 
situation is totally inadequate, and should not be per- 
mitted to endure. 

I have before me the bill which represents the latest 
attempt of Congress to improve the situation (S. 1720), 
which actually passed the Senate on July 12, 1917. was 
favorably reported on Sept. 7, and is now on the Union 
Calendar of the House as No. 56; and how that very 
inadequate bill ever got by the Senate, or the House 
Committee on Military Affairs, is a mystery. In practical 
effect all that the bill attempts to do is to provide an 
understudy of the existing War medal, as a sort of “dis- 
tinguished service” edition, but even that is not made 
available to the officers and men of the United States 
Navy! 

The way to handle this war honor business is to handle 
it adequately and right. It is time to turn over an en- 
tirely new leaf, and show toward our heroes in khaki 
and in navy blue fully as much generosity and apprecia- 

‘on as is manifested by any other nation. The bill now 
vefore the House is worse than none at all; because it 
seems to deal with the situation, but really is totally in- 
adequate. It fails. to provide a sufficient variety of 
honors for gallant services. and for their quick bestowal. 

In order to offer something concrete and constructive, 
T have drafted and sent to both houses of Congress a bill 
that if enacted into law can be guaranteed to provide the 
study. the regulations and the insignia that will enable 
our Government to reward the valor of American soldiers, 
sailors, aviators, Red Cross men, and also civilians who 
do great things for the nation. just as well and as 
promptly.as the men of Great Britain and France are 
now rewarded, and long have been. If the readers of 
the ARMY AND Navy JourRNAL approve the plan, I hope 
they will say se, early and often. 

I am aware of the bill of Senator Lodge, passed by 
the Senate on Sept. 12, to permit American soldiers to 
wear foreign decorations. It is a good and timely meas- 
ure, and I hope the House will pass it at once. 


WiLiiAmM T. Hornapay. 
New York, Sept. 14, 1917. 





Professor Hornaday, who is director of the New York 
Zoological Park and who is well-known for his wide 
interest in many public movements as well as for his work 
as a zoologist, proposes that in order to provide suitable 
honor medals, crosses and other insignia to be awarded 
to soldiers. sailors and others in the Army and Navy, 
and to civilians who by special acts have rendered con- 
spicuous or distinguished services, there shall be created 
an honor commission, consisting of the Secretaries of 
State. of War, and of the Navy. the President of the Na- 
tional Academy of Design, the Director of the Mint. and 
one distinguished citizen to be appointed by the Presi- 
dent; the two commissioners not in service of the Gov- 
ernment to serve without salaries. Their duties shall be 
to provide medals, crosses or other insignia, prepare regu- 
lations for the making of awards, and take all steps nec- 
essary to furnish insignia. The regulations and the de- 
signs for insignia adopted by a two-thirds vote of the 
commission shall then be submitted for approval to 
the President. the president of the Senate and the 
Speaker of the House, the chairmen of the Senate 
and House Committees on Military and Naval Af- 
fairs. When duly approved by a majority of these off- 
cers of the Government, and promulgated by the Presi- 
dent, the regulations of the honor commission shall have 
due warrant of law. Any person who receives under the 
regulations a decoration shall be entitled to wear the 
insignia bestowed and to place after his or her name 
initials that signify its character. Every person who 
since Aug. 1, 1914. has received, or in the future may 
receive, from any foreign nation a medal, cross, ribbon, 
or other insignia for gallantry or meritorious services 
may retain and wear it. No person shall wear insignia 
or use initials emanating from this act to whom such 
honor has not been regularly awarded. under penalty of 
fine or imprisonment not exceeding $500 or 500 days. 
Insignia bestowed by the United States to be manufac- 
tured by the U.S. Mint, subject to approval of the honor 
commission. For carrying into effect these provisions 
$5,000 is to be provided for expenses of the commission 
and $5,000 for cost of work at the Mint.

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SERGEANTS, SOUTHEASTERN DEPARTMENT. 
To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 
What have the sergeants of the Southeastern Depart- 





ment done to the Government to deserve -unjust treat- 
ment? Everyone who is acquainted with the Army will 
readily admit that the sergeant is the “backbone” of the 
Army. If he must know all of the fundamental princi- 
ples of the working of the Army, then he is deserving 
of promotion. 

The greater part of the sergeants of the Southeastern 
Department at -the time of the non-commissioned officers 
school for commissions had served in Mexico, and en- 
dured hardships that cannot be expressed. Upon en- 
listment. they offered the Government their lives and 
services more for patriotism than for pay (for the pay 
at that time was very small). They did not require 
the Government to offer them commissions to get them 
to offer their lives, which every true American should 
do without such enticement. Life is the dearest thing 
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that we possess, and to give it to the country for the 
love that we owe it is a thing that should not be scoffed 
at. ‘They have been true to their -word and country in 
every detail; then why do they not deserve the best that 
can be offered them? 

In April, 1917, a school for non-commissioned officers 
was held in all regiments, with a view of commissioning 
them. Most of them passed the examination with a 
high average. Since the closing of the school the ser- 
geants have studied diligently in order to be more effi- 
cient, and to render the best services possible, and in 
return what have they gotten? They have seen civilians 
from the training camps commissioned ahead of them, 
and the worst of it is, there is no encouragement so far 
of being commissioned. Enlisted men of other depart 
ments have been commissioned, and have proven that 
they are more fit for the position than “the men with 
three months training.” 

Why should not this be sufficient to open the eyes of 
the officials at Washington? ‘The question foremost is, 
where is the delay? 

OLD NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICER.

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WEST POINTER, RESERVIST, PROVISIONAL. 
To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The communication in the JouRNAL of Sept. 8, signed 
by A.B.C., father of a son graduated at West Point on 
Aug. 30, has drawn me into the controversy as to the 
rank of the recent Academy graduates and the tempo- 
rary and provisional officers. ‘At the outset, allow me to 
express my profound admiration for the United States 
Military Academy’as a military and educational insti- 
tution, and for the character of the young officers recently 
graduated. That West Point is one of the best military 
schools in the world, goes without denial. The West 
Pointer has a certain disciplinary training that would 
be difficult to obtain elsewhere. 

I am a provisional lieutenant, and I consider myself 
as typical of the average provisional officer. When my 
commission was received, 1 was about three years older 
than the average Academy graduate; I had spent $3,000 
for my education in one of the largest and most renowned 
universities; I had undergone three years of military 
training; I was holding a responsible civil position, in 
charge of a work in which one of the largest associations 
of manufacturers in America was greatly interested. 
How much has Mr. A.B.C.’s son spent in preparing him- 
self for his life’s work? 

After I had served five months in the Army, the 1917 
class from West Point, all of whom I rank, came into the 
Service. I have met many of these men, and admire 
them all; at the same time, I found that they knew very 
little of the practical workings of the Army, in fact, no 
more than I knew upon entering the Service from civil 
life. Without any egotism whatever, I might add that 
with my’ collegiate education, my experience in the out- 
side world after graduation, and eight months’ service 
with the Regulars, I have yet to meet a West Point 
graduate of either the 1917 or 1918 classes who is any 
better equipped to perform the duties of an officer than 
I am; and again let me remind you that I consider my- 
self only an average example of the civilians who have 
received provisional commissions: One of the 1917 gradu- 
ates of the Academy said to me: “When I was a cadet 
and learned that hundreds of civilians were being com- 
missioned ahead of my class, I was pretty sore; but if 
all the provisional officers are like the ones I have seen, 
I have no complaint to make.” It is almost needless to 
say that a few inefficient civilians have received com- 
missions, but they will be weeded out in time. 

A large part of the time during the four year course 
at West Point is spent in ordinary collegiate work, and 
in this respect there are dozens of universities whose 
academic curriculum is not inferior. How then is it 
possible for the cadet to obtain such a profound knowl- 
edge of military science in the comparatively short time 
spent in the study of purely military subjects? ‘The av- 
erage cadet enters West Point with only a high school 
education, and it does not detract from the prestige or 
reputation of our Military Academy to say that gradua- 
tion there gives the cadet an admirable foundation upon 
which to build his Army career, but nothing more. 

Now let us proceed to the case of the officers of the 
Reserve Corps or graduates of the training camps who 
have received commissions in the National Afmy. If 
Mr. A.B.C. were better acquainted with these men he 
would surely hesitate in decrying the “mysterious and 
unaccountable” attitude of the War Department in tem- 
porarily ranking the training camp graduate above the 
1918 West Pointer. The training camp graduates who 
received commissions as captains or majors were with- 
out exception men who have reached middle age or who 
have shown exceptional ability for leadership. The rank 
and file of the National Army will be composed of a con- 
siderable number of men around thirty years of age. One 
who has any knowledge whatever of human nature must 
readily recognize that a civilian who has reached a ma- 
ture age and who has shown marked ability for leader- 
ship in civil life, will, after a short intensive course at a 
training camp, be more successful in commanding and 
leading a company or a battalion into action than a 
twenty-two-year-old boy just out of West Pont. It is 
but natural that a thirty-year-old man would feel reluc- 
tance in being commanded by a youngster even though 
ie be a graduate of the best military academy of the 
world, as I believe Marshal Joffre has designated the 
school at West Point. Some of the “long-service” cap- 
tains of the Regular Army may have just complaint 
diong the above lines, but a 1918 West Pointer, never.

He speaks for many men who have similarly served, at 
cost of time, energy, and other interests, and who now 
feel that they can be of some service during the emer- 
gency, and in more or less responsible positions. 

Each class of officers can greatly assist the other. There 
is a common end to be attained and all can work toward 
it so much the better if in accord. 


MaJor, iNFANTRY, O.R.C, 
——-<-2—______—_. 
LINE OFFICERS ON Q.M.C. DETAIL. 
To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND NAVy JOURNAL: 

Your editorial reference, in the Sept. 15 issue, to 
the question of appointments from the Q.M. Corps to 
the National Army will be read with interest by the 
two hundred line officers “serving” in the Quartermaster 
Corps. This is the first public notice to be given to 
a matter that is causing great uneasiness and dissatis- 
faction among those officers at the present time. The 
question of legislation to remedy the omission in ex- 
isting law of any provision for National Army ap- 
pointments to permanent officers of the Q.M. Corps 
stands by itself. It is a matter of both expediency 
and justice. The matter of appointments in the Na- 
tional Army of line officers detailed in the Q.M. Corps 
(or any other staff depatrment) requires no additional 
legislation. As line officers these are eligible. 

There are nearly twice as many line officers doing 
duty in the Q.M. Corps as there are permanent offi- 
cers in that corps. These line officers, with few ex- 
ceptions, were detailed away from their own branches 
of the Service without choice on their part. They ac- 
cepted it as part of the system and cheerfully rolled 
up their sleeves, so to speak, applying themselves to 
learning the new work and co-operating in the success 
of the corps. All have had to lay aside their tech- 
nical work, to be picked up under difficulties years later 
when they have lost touch with their own special ser- 
vice. Many have gone through the severe schooling in 
supply work that was part of the border mobilization 
in 1916, when with no augmentation, the corps han- 
dled a doubled force under emergency conditions. Those 
officers detailed in the Q.M. Corps brought their ex- 
perience as line officers as an asset to the work of 
preparing cantonments, drawing together the essential 
ends for the National Army mobilization, moving the 
draft forces to their training stations, supplying and 
equipping divisions of Regulars and Guardsmen and 
moving them to their concentration points. Not the 
least of their tasks has been the training of Reserve 
quartermasters, in- which their knowledge of quarter- 
master methods and requirements has been of value. 

It is with considerable bitterness that these officers 
now see themselves apparently forgotten in their thank- 
less drudgery, while officers from their own _ proper 
branches, often without quartermaster experience and 
sometimes even junior to them, are enjoying special 
promotion to higher grades as such in the National 
Army. It remains a fact, as you have pointed out, 
that practically none of the line officers detailed in the 
@.M. Corps has been given advanced grades in the 
National Army. Some, specially qualified, have been 
recommended for appointments in the National Army, 
but their relief from the Q.M. Corps could not bk 
obtained; others, not in the corps, who have been con- 
missioned quartermasters in the National Army with 
increased rank, have frankly admitted they knew nothing 
of quartermaster work. It has been said that these ap- 
pointments are largely a matter of availability and 
that no detailed Q.M. Corps officer can be spared at 
this time. Admitting the sense of that, it must also 
be admitted that the detailed Q.M.° Corps officers are 
enjoying a curious recognition of their qualifications. 
Those who are witnessing the temporary elevation of 
officers far junior to them in tlieir proper arms must, 
with somewhat mixed feelings, realize that they are 
indeed “doing their bit.” 

That which those officers most want to know just 
now, and which it is hoped your JouRNAL may help 
bring to light, is what prospect is in store for them. 
It has been rumored that if legislation is obtained pro- 
viding for National Army appointments for the perma- 
nent Q.M. Corps officers, the detailed officers will be 
given temporary appointments to fill their places. If 
so, it seems it shoula be given timely consideration 
lest there- be some flaw in*the law to obstruct this. 
They do not like to believe, as has also been rumored, 
that when they have sufficiently trained enough Re 
serve officers to fill their shoes and their usefulness is 
ended, they will be turned back into the line, stale in 
their own technique, to trail into the field behind erst- 
while juniors more fortunate than they. 

It seems needless to point out that these officers are 
of the fighting line, already too short of professional 
officers, and that as such they must logically be of 
value as division and brigade quartermasters. From 
the personal viewpoint it is hard for men who have 
given their life to training for campaign service to 
find themselves sequestered in offices and warehouses 
because they are useful while their brothers are in the 
field. If, however, they are needed as a nucleus oF 
leaven for the Reserve Corps quartermasters, and be 
cause of that the other details are not attainable, then 
they should share in that proportioning and balancing 
of grades to which their services and experience 4 
quartermasters would seem to entitle them. 

It is not a matter of scrambling for advancement: 
it is the question of equity that is puzzling those af 
fected.

THE VETERINARY CORPS. 

To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND NAvVy JOURNAL: 

Why not equal rights for the Veterinary Corps of the 
Army? In the Medical and Dental Corps entrants have 
the rank of first lieutenant, while in the Veterinary 
Corps the entrants only rank as second lieutenants. 
Under the regulations there is no chance for promotion 
during the war in the V.R.C., for one must serve five 
years in first grade before being eligible. Many of ™8 
have given up paying practices to ‘do our bit,” but wit 
no prospects and the lowest rank in the Service. 

We put in the same length of time at college, and out 
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profession is as high grade as the others, but when the 
corps was formed, in July, 1916, we were very grudgingly 
given the lowest rank possible. As the Reserve veter- 
jnarian cannot advance it would seem but ordinary justice 
and equity that he should be accorded the same grade 
as the other professions. They are obliged to have us, 
why not treat us Like human beings and not like the 
fifth wheel? E

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BRIGADE AND DIVISION BANDS. 
To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

As more of our men accumulate on the other side of 
the water, among people who speak a foreign tongue, di- 
yersions of the very best kind must be furnished for them 
during their long periods of training and during their 
rest periods. The suggestion that follows I expect will 
do one of several things. First: Stir up a very hornet’s 
nest of opposition among those opponents of everything 
that would place the Army band on the footing it should 
have. Second: It will be classed as “impossible,” and 
therefore cause no discussion at all. Third: It may ap- 
peal to some who can do a great deal toward carrying it 





out. 

All bands, and especially Army bands, are in existence, 
first, for the entertainment they can, if well trained, give 
to suldiers, whether in garrison or in the field; and sec- 
ond, as a “necessary evil’ at military ceremonies. As 
the latter grow fewer bands will be used more for enter- 
taining. The better the band the greater its capacity for 
entertaining. Here, then, are my suggestions: 

1. That regimental bands, as now organized, be abol- 
ished for the.period of the emergency, except when a 
regiment is serving as a_ separate unit, not attached to 
an organized brigade or division. 

2. That every Infantry, Cavalry or Field Artillery 
brigade have a “brigade band” to consist of: one first 
lieutenant and bandmaster (to receive temporary com- 
mission upon recommendation of brigade commander) ; 
one principal musician (first sergeant) to be a performer 
on a principal instrument, base pay per month, $75; two 
pand sergeants to be performers on principal instruments, 
$50; one mess sergeant, one supply sergeant, not musi- 
cians, each $30; one mechanic, expert in repairing instru- 
ments, but not necessarily a performer, base pay per 
month, $50; one drum major (clerk), to be a musician, 
but not necessarily a performer, $45; twelve bandsmen, 
first-class, $36; twenty bandsmen, second-class, $30; ten 
students (privates attached to band for instruction), $15; 
two cooks, $30. Band, as thus organized, to be attached 
to brigade headquarters; first lieutenant and bandmaster 
to be an additional officer on the brigade commander’s 
official staff. 

3. That every division organized as such have a “di- 
vision band” organized on similar lines, its leader to be 
a captain and bandmaster, to receive temporary commis- 
sion upon recommendation of division commander. Band 
to have in addition to non-coms. twenty bandsmen, first- 
class and thirty-six bandsmen, second-class; to be at- 
tached to division headquarters; captain and bandmaster 
to be an additional officer on the division commander’s 
official staff. 

4. That the addition of oboes, bassoons, alto and bass 
clarionets, English horns, ete., be made to the list of 
instruments now authorized for issue. 

5. That a complete repair kit, consisting of forge, man- 
drils, tools, spare parts and supplies be issued to each 
brigade and division band for use by mechanic, when re- 
quired. 

This is very radical, I admit, but I feel sure that if it 
be given a fair trial through the war, no one will ever 
care to revert to the present status. As I am one of the 
junior band leaders of the Army it might not be amiss to 
state that I would not—could not—expect any personal 
benefit from such a plan.

SEATTLE’S WORK FOR PREPAREDNESS. 


Seattle, Wash. 
To Tue Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

While the National Army is getting ready for France 
and public spirited citizens are very much in evidence I 
should like space for a resumé of the good that a few of 
the same here have done in the hope that other localities 
may emulate the example. Knowing that war was 
surely coming to us a military training class was or- 
ganized here early last February. ‘The initiative being 
taken by R. C. Goodale (a prominent lawyer and now 
of the O.R.C.) to be under the auspices and supervision 
of Capt. H. W. Bunn, C.A.C., U.S.A., commandant at 
Fort Lawton. Within a short space of time, two hundred 
or more patriotic and serious minded young men had 
enrolled, who two evenings a week were drilled in the 
Arena—donated for the purpose—without arms; and 
Saturday afternoons and Sundays drilled for three to six 
hours at Fort Lawton in close and extended order under 
arms, including School of Battalion. - J 

These drills went on ten to twelve hours a week, rain 
or shine, under the personal supervision of Regular offi- 
cers and non-coms., and were supplemented by lectures, 
ete, on military subjects. In July two “Plattsburg” 
camps were held at Fort Lawton for a period of two 
weeks each, with an enrolment of eighty and seventy, 
respectively. The tents, floor lumber, equipment, tele- 
phone service, much of the bedding, cots and food were 
provided by donations from private citizens. A number 
of the members of the class attended the first O.R.C. 
training camp at Presidio, made good and received com- 
missions. Others. who are at the second Presidio camp 
will probably be as successful. 

With candidates for the O.R.C. out of the way, about 
Aug. 1, the whole camp outfit was moved to a convenient 
location down-town, where men who have been, or expect 
to be, drafted for the National Army may receive prelim- 
mary training free of charge such as may eventually 
qualify them for a “try-out’” as a possible non-com. In- 
struction was volunteered by qualified members of for- 
mer classes, and was given to 250 to 300 men, the whole 
under the supervision of Lieutenant Donovan, C.A.C. The 
object was not to make the men proficient, their time 
being limited, but to give them an idea of the fundamen- 
tals, and to lighten the load for officers at American Lake 
Mobilization camp. The average intelligence is high, 
Just what may be expected in the National Army, and 
they learn readily. The interest taken is not “big ser- 
vice” but serious business. Patriotic and able citizens 
donated the use of the grounds, are lights, telephone ser- 
vice, water, advertising, money and service books to be 
8iven to drafted men.

Service, some of whom, in the hot suns of Arizona andy 
Texas, qualified for promotion while these new officerg)) 
were still at their desks. These U.S.R. officers are um) 
doubtedly good material and some will make excellen§] 
officers, but wherein lies their superiority over the Na ¥ 
tional Guardsmen who have served conscientiously for 
fifteen months. not counting prior service? Do not sayy 
“which system?’ rather say, “any system in preferencg” 
to none !”’ 

While this is a time when all must make personal sag, 
rifices and swallow apparent injustices, the fact that 
many who have made infinitely smaller sacrifices are DTO- | 
moted over those who have made the greater, without giy- 
ing the latter an opportunity to qualify, must necessarily 
rankle. These relatively seasoned N.G. officers were 
not given an opportunity to attend the camps, presum- ]j 
ably because they did not need that elementary training; 
and now they are not promoted—is it because they are 
not considered to have become as efficient relatively, with} 
the slim facilities for instruction that have been given 
them, as the products of the intensive tabloid system? 

There are a great many National Guardsmen whe 
entered the Guard solely to give themselves some meage 4 
ure of training, so that should a crisis ever ‘come they 
would be relatively prepared. Not an insignificant part 
of these entered the Guard when they became convinced 
that we would be drawn into the Great War. Six off 
cers of this regiment enlisted as privates in February, 
1916, when three-month schools for officers didn’t exist,” 
And now some of the men (young men, unmarried, and ™ 
without material ties) whom we urged to join us when 
war with Mexico seemed imminent, whom we begged te 
enlist when war was declared on Germany, are forging 
ahead while we watch hopelessly, like men manacled see- — 
ing the things dearest to them taken away. 

However, as the majority of Guardsmen entered the 
Service to serve, they will continue to put forth their 
best efforts regardless of what system of promotion ig 
adopted, or whether any system is adopted. And these 
U.S.R. officers who are being sent to command us will 
receive our fullest co-operation for the good of the Ser 
vice, though it will be hard to establish that subconscioug.

“Sept. 24, 1862, the President issued a proclamation 
by which it was ‘ordered that all persons ‘discouraging 
voluntary enlistments, resisting military drafts, or guilty 
of any disloyal practice of finding aid and comfort to 
rebels (enemy)’ should be subject to martial law, and 
liable to trial by courts-martial or military commana 
and that the writ of habeas corpus should be suspend 
in respect to all persons arrested or held by military 
government.” 

The splendid loyaity shown by the many citizens who 
promptly inform the Federal authorities about suspicio 
circumstances which come under their observation, lea 
us to feel that it may not become necessary to resort & 
the extreme measure which President Lincoln was com

only khaki and white are suited. € 

The white uniform is certainly not satisfactory und 
many conditions where it is now used, but it should nef 
be abolished, for under certain limited but frequently

THE SERVICE INSURANCE BILL. 

The Senate Finance Committee began hearings on Sept. 
18 on the Service Insurance bill, which’ was passed by 
the House on Sept. 13 by a vote of 391 to 0, as noted 
in our issue of Sept. 15. J. H. Harper, of New York, 
urged the committee to amend the bill so that its admin- 
istration would be placed under the Pension Office, which 
he proposed should be transferred to the Treasury De- 
partment, to effect a large financial saving in carrying 
the measure into effect. An amendment permitting dis- 
abled soldiers to remain under the care of the Surgeon 
General during rehabilitation was urged by Dr. Charles 
W. Richardson, of Washington. Labor’s interest in the 
passage at the present session of Congress of the Ser- 
vice Insurance bill was submitted to President Wilson 
on the same day by President Gompers and Secretary 
Morrison, of the American Federation of Labor. Mr. 
Gompers said later the President was in accord with the 
view that the measure should be enacted now. 

It was announced in Washington that an amendment 
to the bill authorizing the Government to pay the dif- 
ference between peace-time premiums and war rates on 
soldiers and sailors insured by private companies and 
killed in action will be proposed by Assistant Secretary 
Sweet, of the Department of Commerce before the Sen- 
ate finance sub-committee, in charge of the bill. Mr. 
Sweet, who is one of the originators of the idea of Goy- 
ernment insurance for soldiers and sailors, will ask the 
committee to make it possible for private insurance com- 
panies to thus insure at peace-time premiums without 
incurring a war hazard. Under this proposal the Gov- 
ernment would bear the difference between the peace- 
time rates and war rates only upon individuals killed 
and where the insured men met with no casualty the 
peace premium would prevail. 

As the bill passed the House it had the $10,000 limit 
for insurance for the individual restored and several other 
Tadical changes in the measure added. Among these, 
changes were made in the compensations and allowances 
the bill would provide. Instead of percentages of pay, 
With a maximum limit for the various classifications 
under which compensations and allowances would be 
made, amendments by Representative Black, of Texas, 
Were adopted fixing these payments absolutely. Officers 
and enlisted men will receive like sums. An amendment 
Proposed by Representative Madden, of Illinois, was 
adopted, providing that claims for allowances for dis- 
ability incurred while in the nation’s service may be 
filed within ten years after the injury from which the 
disability arose was incurred. In the bill as it was re- 
Ported from the Interstate Commerce Committee this limit 
of time was one year. A committee amendment was 
adopted providing that the term “commissioned officers,” 
48 used in the bill, shall include Army field clerks and 
field clerks, Q.M.C. 

The scale of compensations to be paid in case of the 
death of the soldier or sailor insured was changed ma- 
terially by amendments proposed by Representative 
Black, of Texas, The compensations in the bill as 
it passed the House were: To a widow, $35 a month; a 
Widow aud one child, $45; a widow and two children, 





$52.50 ; a widow and three children, $57.50; a widow and 
four children, $62.50; a widow and five children, $67.50; 
a motherless child, $20; two motherless children, $35; 
three motherless children, $45; four motherless children, 
$50; five motherless children, $55; a widowed mother, 
$30. It was provided also that the maximum to be paid 
in any case should be $75 a month. On motion of Repre- 
sentative Switzer, of Ohio, an exception was made in the 
case of men who lost both feet, both hands, or were totally 
blinded. In such cases the maximum allowance was fixed 
at $100 a month. 

Under the Black amendments the scale of allowances 
for total and partial disability was amended in the same 
way, although the amounts fixed differ from the scale of 
compensations to be paid dependents of deceased soldiers 
and sailors. The allowance for total disability in 
the bill as the House passed it follow: $40 a month, if 
there is no wife or child; $55 a month, if there is a wife; 
$65 a month, if there are a wife and one child; $75 a 
month, if there are a wife and two or more children; 
$50 a month, if there is no wife, but one child, and $10 
for each additional child. Ten dollars a month in addi- 
tion to these allowances is permitted if the disabled sol- 
dier or sailor has a dependent mother. The bill provides 
that compensation for partial disability shall be a per- 
centage of the total disability allowance equal to the re- 
duction in the earning capacity of the disabled man, if 
his earnings are reduced as much as ten per cent. because 
of his disability. The measure is not complete in respect 
to its rehabilitation feature. Provision merely is made 
for rehabilitation, and the details will be worked out later. 

Some of the changes in the language of the bill in- 
clude: That “no family allowance shall be made for any 
period preceding declaration of war”; that compensation 
shall be paid “for death or disability resulting from per- 
sonal injury suffered or disease contracted in the course 
of the service in the line of duty”; that if the deceased 
leaves a widow or child “from a marriage contracted be- 
fore or within ten years after the injury” compensation 
shall be paid. A new stipulation is that: “The pay- 
ment of compensation to a widow or widowed mother 
shall continue until two years after her remarriage or 
until her death.” In Article IV., devoted to insurance, 
new legislation provides that if a man dies before he 
shall have received “any of such monthly instalments” 
(of $25 each) “then $25 per month shall be paid to his 
wife, child, or widowed mother if and while they sur- 
vive him: provided that not more than 240 of such 
monthly instalments, including those received by such 
person during his total disability, shall be so paid.” 
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IGNORANCE OF MILITARY LAWS. 

Owing to the discussions aroused during its legis- 
lative making, the abuse it received from a certain 
part of the civilian press, and its inherent qualities of 
importance to the U.S. Army, the National Defense 
Act acquired a wider familiarity of a purely superficial 
character than any military law written on the statute 
books in many years. It would appear, at least, that 
public officials charged with the duty of upholding the 
laws of the country would have some knowledge of the 
content of the law, particularly at a time when mili- 
tary preparedness was one of the universal topics of 
the hour and now that we are at war. One of the 
special provisions in that bill is: “That it shall be 
unlawful for any person not an officer or enlisted man 
of the U.S. Army, Navy or Marine Corps, to wear the 
duly prescribed uniform of the U.S. Army, Navy, or 
Marine Corps, or any distinctive part of such uniform 
or a uniform any part of which is similar to a dis- 
tinctive part of the duly prescribed uniform of the 
U.S. Army, Navy or Marine Corps. . . . Any per- 
son who offends against the provisions of this section 
shall, on conviction, be punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing $300, or by imprisonment not-exceeding six months, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment.” 

In a recent issue of the ARMY AND Navy JouRBNAL 
we pointed out that members of the New York city 
police force detailed to the duty of driving patrol 
wagons wear a uniform similar in color, material and 
style to that worn by non-commissioned officers of the 
U.S. Army although such a custom is in direct viola- 
tion of the National Defense Act. We have since re 
ceived from Capt. C. S. McNeill, 8th Cav., a clipping 
from the El Paso Herald of Sept 14 containing an 
account of a new “uniform” prescribed by the local 
sheriff for the prisoners in the jail under his control 
and which the newspaper describes as consisting of an 
“olive drab blouse and trousers to match.” It would 
appear from this description that one part of the pris- 
oners’ uniform resembled that worn by the enlisted 
men of the Army and betrays on the part of the Texas 
county official the same sort of ignorance, or contempt, 
for the National Defense Act as is shown by the police 
officials of New York city, and some other cities. 

Captain McNeill also calls our attention to another 
one of those displays of ignorance of Army laws which 
police court magistrates throughout the United States 
seem unwilling to overcome by the least time of study 
devoted to the recruiting regulations of the Army and 
Navy. It is revealed through this news item published 
in the same issue of the El Paso paper and reads: 

“On agreement of the accused, W. M. McAnally, 
alias Billy Ballicott, to enlist in the Army, Judge 
W. D. Howe, of the 34th district court? Thursday after- 
noon dismissed the charge of robbery by the use of 
firearms that grew out of an alleged holdup of a poker 
game near t'¢ smelter a few months ago. It was al- 
leged the plewers were lined up against the wall and 


‘gone through.’ Accused had spent the intervening time 
in jail and the court was of the opinion that even in 
the case of guilt, sufficient punishment had been meted 
out, especially if the man would become a soldier.” 

In a letter on this subject, written to the El Paso 
papers, Captain McNeill says: “Since when has the 
Army become a reformatory? We of the Army are 
proud of the Service, its traditions, and its good name 
and resent this attempt to belittle an honorable calling 
and decent men. Will Judge Howe vouch for the good 
character of this man in order that he may enlist? 
Someone must! Surely so learned a jurist as Judge 
Howe must know that what he proposes is prohibited 
by Federal law; the enlistment of a criminal in the 
Army is itself a criminal act punishable by a peniten- 


tiary sentence and it would appear that those who are~ 


parties to such enlistments are accessories before the 
fact when they aid and abet acts made criminal by 
Federal Statute. Aside from the legal point of view, 
if Judge Howe should have a son in the Army would 
he be willing to go a step or two farther and have this 


man assigned to his son’s tent, squad, company and 
mess? Why did not Judge Howe require this man 


to join the El Paso police force, or the El Paso fire 
department, or the Texas Rangers? Surely any of 
these honorable organizations have as much use for 
his peculiar talents as the Army has and in addition 
there is no Federal law to prevent his joining them. 
However if Mr. Ballicott should get by the recruiting 
oflicer, which is improbable, by all means let him be 
assigned to one of the El Paso units of the Texas Na- 
tional Guard, it would be less hardship to them because 
he is sent by an El Paso official.” 

We have called attention to this proceeding of magis- 
trates so often that we almost despair of ever making 
them realize they are suggesting a violation of Service 
when they propose that men convicted of 
crime should go before a recruiting officer and attempt 
to enlist in either the Army or Navy. Aside from the 
illegality of such action its inherent bad taste should 
appeal to them just as it should to civic officials who 
dress policemen and jail birds alike in parts of the 
uniform of the U.S. Army.

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CALL OF COLORED DRAFTS. 


A majority of the negro men who have been certified 
for service with the first draft will be called for mobili- 
zation with the contingents which leave for camp on 
Oct. 3. In making this announcement the Secretary 
of War added that the negroes summoned first would 
be from states having the largest percentages of negro 
population. ‘Those from the Northern states, where the 
proportion is much smaller, will be mobilized at a later 
date but probably before the last contingents of the 
first draft are summoned. The Department’s policy of 
organizing separate units for these men will be strictly 
adhered to. Where a section has not sufficient drafted 
men of the race to make up a company, or larger or- 
ganization, the men from it will be assigned to fill out 
units at another cantonment. 

Southern Congressmen, including Candler, Sisson, 
Stephens and Quinn, of Mississippi, called upon Secre- 
tary Baker during the past week to file a protest against 
the system which would leave the drafted colored men 
at home until most of the white men had been sum- 
moned. ‘They expressed a fear that this would cause 
a feeling of unrest in many sections. The Secretary 
promised to take their statements under advisement but 
it is not considered probable that the announced schedule 
will be altered. 
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The Navy Yards and Arsenals Wage Committee, made 
up of representatives of the Departments of War, Navy 
and Labor, has completed its revision of the scale of 
wages paid in arsenals and navy yards and the new 
scale will go into effect as soon as the new pay rolls 
can be made up. Im regard to the new navy yard 
scale, the most important change is the reduction of the 
number of rates in any one trade to three. Heretofore 
most of the skilled trades have been graded into five 
rates, the men in the lowest rates receiving often little 
more than unskilled labor. Hereafter there will be but 
three rates, the lowest to be paid not more than $1.04 
per diem less than the first-class men. For instance, 
if the top rate for machinists is $4.64 a day, the third 
rate mugt be at least $3.60, instead of as at present 
in some cases, as low as $3.04. The increases given in 
the maximum rates will be found to average nearly ten 
per cent. The committee has approved the recommenda- 
tions of the commanding officers at the arsenals. At 
certain of the arsenals in certain trades there remain 
appeals on which no decision has been reached. It is 
the intention of the committee to visit the arsenals 
in person or to send representatives to adjust all out- 
standing questions. 


~ 
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The War Department has already contracted for the 
immense quantities of sodium nitrate intended to be held 
as a special war reserve, the Secretary of War announced 
on Sept. 25. His statement read: “Statements having 
appeared in certain publications that the United States 
is intending to make at once large purchases of sodium 
nitrate for the purposes of establishing a war reserve of 
500,000 tons, I have authorized a denial of such state- 
ments. No such purchases are contemplated, on the con- 
trary practically all the sodium nitrate which it has been 
planned to procure for the gradual building up of the 
war reserve which has been in progress for years, already 
has been contracted for.” 
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In discussing problems of the Army Dental Corps, 
the Journal of the Association of Military Dental Sur- 
geons of the United States for September, 1917, says: 
“One of the greatest problems of to-day is to effect a 
complete organization and systematize the work of the 
Dental Corps with a separate, complete and cempetent 
ofice staff in connection with the office of the Surgeon 
General. It is not thought feasible to establish a sepa- 
rate Corps independent of the Medical Corps, alchough 
Canada has done so. Her success is due to the fact that 
she has established an independent organization. Time 
will prove that the health of the troops will be benefited 
by having competent men who are acquainted with 
military dental surgery in all its details in complete 
control. The affairs of the Dental Corps, after the pres- 
ent war commenced, were becoming so hopelessly con- 
fused that finally a dental officer was detailed to pur- 
chase dental office supplies, and in a few weeks he ac- 
complished wonders, saving the Government thousands 
of dollars. There should be an experienced dental 
surgeon at every department headquarters to direct the 
affairs of the Dental Corps of that department. This 
dental officer should keep accurate records of all dental 
treatments and all dental property, together with an 
efficiency report of every dental surgeon of his depart- 
ment or division, as the case may be. He should make 
inspection trips, reporting the results of such inspec- 
tions, together with other reports, to the chief dental 
surgeon in the Surgeon General’s office, who in turn 
ehould compile these records and submit such recom- 
mendations and reports as may be necessary to the 
Surgeon General. There is an immediate necessity for 
the establishment of large dental offices in the training 
camps. There should be one large dental office in each 
camp, with enough dental surgeons to provide one for 
every one thousand enlisted men in the camp. It has 
proven unsatisfactory to establish several small dental 
offices as it requires more of a clerical force, as well as 
duplication of dental supplies and more men. It is 
also much more expensive. Then, again, the new dental 
surgeons could receive instruction in their military 
duties from the older men. Provision must be made for 
dental ambulances.” 
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American prisoners of war in Germany will be fur- 
nished enough food for their subsistence independently of 
rations provided them by the Germans. The American 
Red Cross, through arrangements with the British Cen- 
tral Prisoners of War Committee, is doing this for the 
American prisoners in Germany of whom there are now 
101, and a committee of the American Red Cross has 
been established at Berne, Switzerland, to do this work 
in the future. This committee will work directly under 
the American Red Cross and will take over all the 
work of provisioning American soldiers and sailors who 
may be held in Germany. The Food Division of the 
Surgeon General's Office has assisted the Red Cross in 
the preparation of a table of food to be included in 
each “food kit’ so that sufficient nutriment may be 
sent within the prescribed weight to take care of a 
soldier until the next package arrives for him. A total 
of nine to ten pounds of food will be put in each pack- 
age and the weight pf the package kept under eleven 
pounds, as sequired by international agreement. Three 
such packages for each soldier will be sent each fort- 
night. The German authorities have agreed that each 
American prisoner shall personally sign a receipt for 
bis box. This receipt is permitted outside the amount 
of correspondence allowed to each prisoner. The food 
4or these “food kits,” will be sent in bulk to Switzer- 
land, where the American Red Cross Central Committee 
for Prisoners’ Relief will make up the packages. This 
method will save shipping space and there is, further- 
more, no parcéls post agreement between the United 
States and Switzerland. In order to fulfill the natural 
desire of families to send food to relatives who are 

risoners, arrangements will be made later for boxes to 

sent to Red Cross Headquarters in Switzerland to 
be repacked there and sent to the prisoners for whom 
they are intendéd. 
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The school for non-flying officers of the Aviation Sec- 
tion of the Signal Corps of the Army, opened at Kelly 
Field No. 2, San Antonio, Texas, Sept. 17. Capt. 
Hubert R. Harmon, U.S.A., has been assigned to com- 
mand. Over 800 will be taken through the course. “In 
one respect,” says the San Antonio Express, “the school 
is entirely unprecedented, having as its task the turning 
out of an officer in eight weeks’ time. This is con- 
sidered possible only by most careful selection of the 
men to be trained. A college education was practically 
insisted upon as a prerequisite to enrolment. Some have 
been taken who are not coHege graduates, but only those 
who had other qualifications, either in executive work 
or other training, deemed sufficient to enable them to go 
through the intensive eight weeks’ course successfully. 
The school is the only one of its sort that has been au- 
thorized in the United States. Its location here is un- 
doubtedly due to the recognition of San Antonio as the 
aviation center for the Army. The students for it will 
come from all parts of the country. Owing to the short 
notice that was issued of the proposed opening of the 
school, all but eight of the first class are men who made 
application at department aviation headquarters at Fort 
‘gam Houston, The later classes, however, will include 
men from all over the United States. Colleges from 
all sections of the country are represented, even among 
the students of the first class. Fifteen instructors con- 
stitute the present staff of the non-flying school. In the 
training, college methods are followed closely with a sys- 
tem of lectures, recitations and written examinations.” 
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The Council of National Defense has announced the 
reorganization under the War Industries Board of the 
Products Committee, which will have ad- 
visory supervision on all matters involving the use of 
internal combustion engines, including the production 
of motor cars, trucks and ambulances, tractors, motor- 
boats and airplane engines. The committee will serve 
under the administration of Robert 8S. Brookings, mem- 
ber of the War Industries Board in charge of finished 
products. The membership of the committee as reor- 
ganized is as follows: Chairman, H. L. Horning, trac- 
tors and trucks; C. W. Stiger, representing the Motor 
and Accessory Association; Col. Chauncey B. Baker, 
of the Quartermaster Corps; Coker F. Clarkson, rep- 
resenting the Society of Automotive Engineers; Frank 
W. Russel, representing the Aircraft Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation; T. W. Henderson, representing the Motor- 
cycle Association; Henry R. Sutphen, representing: the 
Motorboat Association; Hugh Frayne, member of the 
War Industries Board, representing lzhor. A special

termaster Corps. Sub-committees will also be ap- 
poiated on priority, gasoline, and military motorcycles. 
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The Soldiers and Sailors Home Club Committee of 
the National Aid Society will open a new club house 
for the ase of Army and Navy men on Oct. 1 at 681 
West End avenue, New York city. The club house will 
be open from two to tem p.m. daily and as it is at 
the corner of West 93d street and West End avenue 
it will be very convenient for men aboard ships anchored 
in the North River, since it is only four short blocks 
away -from the West 96th street landing. ‘The com- 
mittee of ladies in charge of the house includes: Mrs. 
Charles A. Childs, chairman; Miss Jissie K. Watson, 
vice chairman; Mrs. John C. Kerr, entertainment; Miss 
Isabelle Hardie, house; Mrs. Nelson Shreve, can- 
teen; and Mrs. Eliot Butler Whiting, treasurer. On 
the opening day there will be speaking and music both 
afternoon and evening. The new clubhouse was the 
home of Prof. Brander Mathews, who has offered it for 
the period_of the war. 
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Secretary Baker issued an order on Sept. 22 chang- 
ing the name of the Natioral Army cantonment at 
Louisville, Ky., to Camp Zachary Taylor in place of 
its briefer and less distinctive title of the family name 
of “Old Rough and Ready.” This change was brought 
about through spirited appeals made by Henry Wat- 
terson in the editorial columns of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal. A recent.letter to the editor of the San An- 
tonio Express signed “San Antonians” suggests that the 
camp at Leon Springs be now called Camp Ord in 
memory of Gen. BE. O. C. Ord, U.S.A., one of the early 
commanders of the Department of Texas following the 
Civil War. This suggestion was made following the 
naming of the National Army cantonment Camp Funs- 
ton, which name is also borne by the Leon Springs camp.

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The Atlantic Fleet was due in an American port 
on the Aflantic recently, says the New York Times of 
Sept. 23. Before its arrival, which was supposed to be 
secret, wives of some of the officers arrived, nearly 
every one at the port knew the fleet was coming, and 
the city was preparing well for the coming of officers 
and men. Relatives especially were making extensive 
preparations. The day set for the fleet to arrive came, 
but not the fleet. ‘“Where’s the fleet and what detains 
it?’ was asked many times. A week passed and no 
fleet appeared. The answer was that too many knew 
of the fleet’s proposed visit. ‘This being learned by the 
Navy Department, plans were changed and the fleet 
remained away. 
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Two new units comprising Red Cross Ambulance Com- 
panies No, 4 from Cleveland and No. 37 from Minne- 


apolis reached the U.S. Ambulance Service training camp 
at Allentown, Pa., during the past week, the first named 
-unit including 163 men. A headquarters unit has been 
formed by direction of Colonel Persons. It is composed 
of men from various sections, selected by the commanders, 
to assist in the administrative work and the speedier 
handling of the enormous mass of detail that arises in 
an organization\of the character of the Ambulance Corps. 
Lieut. Rossner -E. Graham, of New Orleans, the assist- 
ant adjutant, is commander of the headquarters section. 
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To meet the problem of the shortage of cooks in the 
Navy and Transport Service the hotel managers of New 
York city agreed to use their kitchens in part as train- 
ing schools for service cooks at a meeting held on Sept. 
23. The Hotel Association took action at the sugges- 
tion of a Navy officer who told them that if the soldiers 
to be transported to Europe were to be fed en route, 
wholesale training of Navy cooks would be necessary. 
The hotel course will take six weeks, allowing two 
periods of training before Jan. 1 when the managers 
have promised to graduate a thousand cooks, ready for 
service in the Navy. 
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The Special Board on Naval Ordnance, of which Rear 
Admiral! Royal R. Ingersoll, U.S.N., is head, has made 
an adverse report on the proposal that funds appropri- 
ated for naval ordnance work be expended in an effort to 
develop the “Rice gun.” It will be recalled that this 
weapon uses a device which propels a spherical projec- 
tile as a result of centrifugal force. The gun was first 
tried out at Mare Island last spring and the tests were 
not at all promising or satisfactory. The principal fea- 
ture of the gun is that it has no recoil. A bill has been 
introduced appropriating $50,000 for improvements and 
experiments. 
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“T am an ex-officer of the National Guard,” writes a 
correspondent. “I had served two terms; and at the ex- 
piration of the second term retired. I am now about to 
receive a commission in the National Army. Am I en- 
titled to longevity service pay?” No decision has as yet 
been announced applicable to this case. The Comptroller 





has decided that officers of the Guard drafted into the. 


Service shall from and after Aug. 5, 1917, count former 
enlisted and commissioned service in the Guard in fixing 
their longevity pay status. 
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Ambulance and escort wagons for an Army of 2,033,000 
men will require the expenditure of $10,600,000, accord- 
ing to the recently published urgent deficiency estimates. 
This sum is expected to cover the acquisition of 55,000 
escort wagons, 60,000 water wagons, 3,400 ambulance 
wagons, 10,000 medical carts and 5,000 small-arms am- 
munition wagons. These figures are all additional to the 
increased estimates for motor transport which were com- 
mented upon several weeks ago in these columns.

OVERSEAS ARMY ORGANIZATION. 

The War Department issued on Sept. 22 a statement 
that “completely outlines the new Army organization 
for overseas service,” forecasts of which have appeared 
in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL in its issues of July 28 
and Aug. 11, the complete divisional plan appearing in 
the issue of Aug. 18, page 1705, in G.O. 101. The new 
feature of the fcllowing statement is that it gives the 
number of officers and men in the various units, hitherto 
regarded as confidential by The Adjutant General, and 
furnishes details of new equipment not hitherto made 
public, It also shows a considerable increase in the 
size of a division, in men, as also in the strength of In- 
fantry regiments. The figures here given are those of the 
official announcement. There are discrepancies in the 
figures, the numbers for the larger units apparently dis- 
agreeing with the total for the number of smaller units 
that compose them, in some cases. The statement is as 
follows:

The machine-gun company has 6 officers and 172 men. 
It consists of the hecdquarters (3 officers and 21 men), 
3 platoons (each with 1 officer and 46 men), and a train 
(13 men). Its armament is 12 machine guns of heavy 
type and 4 spare guns. 

TRANSPORTATION AND EQUIPMENT. 

The transportation equipment of the regiment is: 22

New fighting equipment for each regiment, in addition 
to the usual rifles, bayonets, pistols, ete., includes 480 
trench knives (40 to each company), 192 automatic rifles 
(16 to each company}; and 3 one-pounder cannon manned 
by the one-pounder cannon platoon of the regimental 
headquarters company. 

SPECIAL UNITS. 

Each regimental headquarters company is made up of 
7 officers and 294 men, as follows:

To put into effect this new organization for overseas 
service considerable rearrangement of units formed on 
the old plan is, of course, necessary.

The organization of Infantry divisions, made publie 
on Aug. 7, has since that date undergone important 
changes. The following summary of the organization of 
an Infantry division completes the general outline of 
organization of the U.S. Army for service in Europe. The 
figures are the total of officers and men for each entry.

ARTILLERY AND MACHINE-GUN STRENGTH. 

The new organization increases the ratio of Artillery 
and machine-gun strength of Infantry. In place of the 
old division of three brigades with three Infantry regi 
ments in each are two brigades with two Infantry reg 
ments in each. But in the new, as in the old organiza- 
tion, there are three regiments of Field Artillery in ead 
division, making the ratio of Artillery to Infantry regi 
ments three to four, in place of three to nine.. A trench 
mortar battery, added to the Artillery brigade, and a 1- 
pounder platoon, attached to each Infantry regiment 
headquarters company, adds to the gun strength of the 
division. 

A division now includes a total of 14 machine-gua 
companies. Each of the four Infantry regiments bas 
one; each of the two brigades has a machine-gun bat 
talion of three companies; and the division has a ma 
chine-gun battalion of four companies. This gives each 
division a mobile machine-gun strength of 10 companies 
which can be used as ial needs require, while ea 
regiment still has its own machine-gun equipment in one 
_of its component companies. And, in addition, there até 
48 sections of auto-riflemen, each section carvying 
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light machine gans (automatic rifles), one section in each 
of the four platoons making up each rifle company. 
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MEDICAL PERSONNEL, SPECIAL TROOPS. 

General Order 108, Aug. 15, 1917, War Dept., as to 
special and technical troops to be organized for field 
armies and lines of communication, appeared in our 
jssue of Sept. 22, page 120, with the exception of the 
paragraph relating to medical personnel of these or- 
ganizations.

After delivering the 
above opinion the Comptroller adds: “I do not believe

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PROMOTION OF MEDICAL LIEUTENANTS. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs on Sept. 
20 favorably reported the bill H.R. 4987, amended to 
read : 

“Be it enacted, etc., that during the existing emer- 
gency first lieutenants in the Medical Corps of the Reg- 
ular Army and of the National Guard shall be eligible 
to promotion as captain upon such examination as may 
be prescribed by the Secretary of War.” 

Under existing law there can be no further promo- 


tions of lieutenants to captain in the Medical Corps 
until that of Charles R. Castlen, on Feb. 15, 1918, 
and only eleven more during 1918—in May; then no 


more until May, 1919, when fourteen may be promoted. 
Frank W. Wilson (appointed June 7, 1916) and all 
those appointed in 1917 would have to wait five years 
for promotion. 

The committee points out that the proposed bill if 


enacted into law will correct an injustice to officers in 
the Medical Corps of the Regular Army and National 
Guard. - The National Defense Act, approved June 3, 
1916, in section 10 provides that persons thereafter 
commissioned in the Medical Corps shall be promoted 
to the grade of captain upon the eompletion of five 
years service in that corps and upon passing the exam- 
inations prescribed by the President for promotion to 
the grade of captain. Section 60 of the same act pro- 
vides that the organization of the National Guard, in- 
cluding the composition of all units thereof, shall be 
the same as that which is or may thereafter be pre- 


scribed for the Regular Army. ‘The regulations pre- 
scribed by direction of the Secretary of War govern 


the promotion of first lieutenants of the Medical Corps 
of the National Guard to the grade of captain under 
the same limitations imposed by Section 10 of the Na- 
tional Defense Act upon first lieutenants in thé Medi- 
cal Corps of the Regular Army. 

The Judge Advocate General over a year ago held 
that a state governor could not appoint a captain in 
the Medical Corps of the National Guard, “for, inas- 
much as the office of captain in the Medical Corps has 
no existence independent of the person qualified by a 
period of service to fill it, appointees to that grade in 
the Medical Corps of the Nation.1 Guard must have 
served as first lieutenant for the period fixed by law.” 

Under the laws as defined by the above decision, Gen- 
eral Mann, then at the head of the Militia Bureau, on 
June &, 1917, said: “First lieutenants of the Medical 
Corps who were members of the Organized Militia on 
June 3, 1916, and who subscribed to the oath pre- 
scribed in the act of June 3, 1916, must serve three 
years on the active list of the Organized Militia or 
National Guard before they are eligible to the grade of 
captain, Medical Corps, National Guard. Appointees 
to the grade of first lieutenant, Medical Corps (active 
list), National Guard, on and after June 3, 1916, must 
serve five years in this grade before they are eligible for 
promotion to the grade of captain, Medical Corps, Na- 
tional Guard. Promotion in the grade of major, Medi- 
cal Corps, National Guard, can be made from the grade 
of first lieutenant, Medical Corps, and from civilian 
doctors with no prior service. No vacancy can_ exist 
in the grade of captain, Medical Corps, National Guard, 
except for those persons who have the requisite ser- 
vice under the law.” 

As to the present conditions regarding medical ap- 
Pointments and promotions, the committee in its report 
says: “Under authority now existing in law the Presi- 
dent may appoint persons to the medical section of the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps in grades to and including major 
upon passing the necessary examinations. ‘The Presi- 
dent also has authority to appoint persons in the Na- 
tional Army in grades to and including colonel. The 
limitation in the National Defense Act prevents those 
Officers of the Regular Army and National Guard who 
Were commissioned since June 3, 1916, being promoted 
until after the lapse of five years, while those who 
Were commissioned previous to that date under the 
law as it existed up to that time are deprived of pro- 
Motion until they have had three years’ service. Thus 
& person in civil practice may be appointed to a higher 
grade by the President than these first lieutenants of 
the Regular Army and National Guard who are com- 
oe to render a fixed period of service in the lower 
grade,” 

The bill has the approval and recommendation of the 
War Department, and it is earnestly hoped that the 
Senate may pass the measure promptly.

NEW CENSORSHIP RULES. 

Brig. Gen. Frank McIntyre, U.S.A., Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Insular Affairs and chief censor of the War De- 
partment, has drafted for his own guidance a set of 
rules to govern publicity in connection with military 
affairs. They are as follows: 


“1. Making the Army. 

“Selection of men, appointment of officers, organiza- 
tion, movement to training camps and cantonments, daily 
life and training therein—all may be reported on and may 
be freely pictured. The only reservation is that actual 
train schedules and routes should not be published untii 
the movement is completed. Experimental work should 
not be published. : 

“In training camp or cantonment, except experiments 
in material intrenchments or formations, the daily life 
may be discreetly described. Honest anc timely com- 
ment and criticism can, from a military point of view, 
do little harm. 

“2. Moving the Army to the Front. 

“No departure, or preparation for departure, from 
training camps or cantonments of troops after leaving 
cantonments or training camps by land or water should 
be published. No report of embarking, sailing, arrival, 
or debarking should be published, nor should the ports of 
embarkation or debarkation be given. with reference to 
any particular movement, or be announced during the 
continuance of the war. 

“The foregoing applies to large and small bodies of 
troops and to individual officers and soldiers. To this 
rule there is no exception. 

“3. Fighting the Army. 

“When troops have reached the field of operations, 
there is but one rule to govern publications—that is, 
nothing should be published or pictured except with 
prior governmental approval. This approval, in so far as 
it relates to contemporary reports of operations and 
actions, is given by a representative of the commanding 
general in the field. 

“The editorial comment at home should not discl6se 
facts not so represented from the front. But, based on 
such facts, comment and criticism are limited only by 
rules of good faith and intelligence.”

BUSINESS AND THE WAR. 


Secretary Baker of the War Department and Frank- 
lin K. Lane, Secretary of the Interior, delivered two 
speeches on the United States in the war at the open- 
ing of the War Convention of American Business, con- 
ducted by the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, at Atlantic City, N.J., Sept. 18. 

Secretary Baker called the Chamber “one of the great 
armies of the United States,” and declared that in every 
workshop and factory something was going on to aid 
the country. In warring on Germany, Secretary Baker 
said, the United States is fighting a nation that has 
foregone mercy, lost all sense of compassion, and at- 
tempted to set a mission higher than that of God’s. 
“But the ruler of the universe,” said Mr. Baker, “does 
not dwell in Berlin, in the capital of a nation that 
drops bombs on cities, violates neutral rights, and dreams 
mad dreams of conquering the world. The free peoples 
of Europe now hear our answer to their cry, and that 
is, ‘We are sending to your aid, marching millions strong.’ 
The Government used to go abroad with a market bas- 
ket on its arm, but in this crisis we found new sources 
of supply. From one end of the country to the other 
the spirit got abroad among business men that they 
must produce all the materials for building these great 
cantonments, for clothing and arming the men. The 
results have been marvelous. The leadership of Amer- 
ican business has smoothed away many of our most 
serious difficulties. Yet we must be on guard against 
the temptation, in these days when enormous produc- 
tion is demanded, to work that extra half hour, to em- 
ploy child labor, to weaken those safeguards which have 
been placed about labor in the long years of peace. 
Let us remember, not merely because it is humani- 
tarian and moral, but because it is patriotic, that we 


taxation upon those who can best bear up under it— 
this is a record that nu nation has excelled. It is a@ 
record that shows purpose, and unflinching urpose. 

“We of America. it is conceded, know how to make 
money, and we will prove that we know how to make 
war, wholehearted, resolute war, war that means or- 
ganization, machinery, science, war that 1 eans men by 
the million and money by the billion, war that means 
heartbreakings, ruined hopes, a little glory perhaps, a 
certain self-respect, a world that men can grow in. 

“We shall make war in earnest, for We know that if 
Germany wins, the world will turn aside from the sys- 
tem of law and liberty which we know, and exalt that 
military caste and system which is the historic enemy of 
personal liberty. We make war in France that we 
may not be compelled to do battle here. Let Germany 
have Canada or Mexico, or even Cuba, and we would 
go to our daily work, like the Pilgrim Fathers, with 
our guns in our hands. ; 

“If there is a danger in this country,” he contin- 
ued, “it is not that our men will not be brave, that 
our guns will not be great, that our troops will have 


no ammunition and our generals no strategy, but it 
will be the danger coming from discontent with do- 
mestic conditions. The business man can prove his 


loyalty most surely in fixing prices, in marking down 
the shoe lace, the loaf of bread, the hatchet, the coat, 
the beefsteak, all the commonplace things of life, than 
in any other way, ‘There is not a business man in this 
hall who does not carry in his hand the future of this 
war. Let him see by every power, argument, persua- 
sion, insistence, even terrorization if you please, that 
no business man turns into an IL.W.W. We are against 
Germany .of to-day because we cannot live with her. 
She does not know what friendship is, for she asks 
her friends to do services for her that dishonor them- 
selves. We have lived too long under civilized condi- 
tions to allow this earth to revert to those days when 
each nation found its highest function in preying on 
the other. It may be hard that the clerk must be 
taken from his desk, the lawyer from his case, the fire- 
man from his engine, the farmer from his plaw, the 
mechanic from his lathe, but if they did not go now, 
they and their sons would live one long dread day of 
fear.”

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ADMIRAL BENSON ON SUBMARINES. 

Admiral William S. Benson, U.S.N., Chief of Opera- 
tions, made a statement as to the German submarine 
situation on Sept. 22 in the course of which he said 
that as a result ef the policy being pursued, the Navy 
Department is satisfied it has instilled into German 
submarine commanders a healthy respect for American 
gun crews on merchantmen. 

Within the last few weeks there have been reports 
of German submarines off the Atlantic seaboard. One 
indicated that a submarine was off Nantucket. In- 
vestigation shows that .a British cruiser was at target 
practice just before the horizon so that only her super- 
structure was visible to a merchantman skirting the 
coast line. ‘The merchantman, seeing the small over- 
head section of the ship and hearing gunfire, apparently 
assumed that a submarine was chasing him and imme- 
diately wirelessed warning to the shore. In the sec- 
ond case an American ship was off the southern route 
under similar circumstances and gave rise to a similar 
alarm. The Navy Department has no reason for be- 
lieving that a German submarine has been west of 
longitude 30 recently. Reports now being spread to 
the effect that a flocilla is preparing to come to this 
coast are probably the emanations of agents who desire 
to confuse the authorities. The situation on the coast 
is well in hand, and if submarines attempt raids they 
will be handled without loss of commerce or time by 
the patrol awaiting them. 

The department has reports that submarines may be 
expected in mid-Atlantic. While discounting these, the 
Navy is prepared also to meet the situation if such a 
change in German policy is inaugurated. The depart- 
ment has reason for believing Germany is not concen- 
trating her efforts against American “troop ships, but is 
working altogether against supply ships. - The fact 
stands out that Germany would rather destroy oil 
tankers or other ships carrying supplies than trans- 
ports with several thousand troops. Just at present 
supplies are more necessary to the Allies than troops. 
Reports that the United States has many remarkable 
devices for destroying and deceiving submarines have 
been exaggerated. Thomas A. Edison is working on 
several inventions which the department hopes may be 
of value, but so far no successes have been obtained. 
The Navy has no positive evidence Germany is using 
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a ee 
super-submarines, but it is believed such boats—some American Sioux and Blackfeet, the savage Moros of the Corps and the Automotive Committee of the Counejl 
as large as 5,000 tons—are in the Admiralty’s service.

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THE NEW CHIEF OF STAFF. 


Major Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, U.S.A., who has been 
serving as Acting Chief of Staff of the Army, was on 
Sept. 21 selected as Chief of Staff to succeed Major Gen. 
Hugh L. Scott, who was retired on Sept. 22, 1917, on 
aceount of the age limit. 

General Bliss has received a well deserved honor and a 
recognition of his admirable record in his appointment 
as Chief of Staff. He has been Assistant Chief of Staff 
since Feb. 15, 1915, and has been serving as Acting Chief 
since General Scott went to Russia with the American 
mission several months ago. He has fulfilled the duties 
of that office in a manner satisfactory in the highest de- 
gree and his present appointment is testimony to his 
efficiency. 

General Bliss, who will reach the retirement age on 
Dee. 31, 1917, is an officer of high attainments. He was 
born in Lewisburg, Pa., Dec. 31, 1853, and was gradu- 
ated from the U.S.M.A. in 1875, being promoted in the 
Army second lieutenant, 1st Artillery. Among his vari- 
ous details to duty he was at the Military Academy in 
1876 as assistant professor of French, serving for four 
years, and also part of that time as assistant instructor 
of artillery tactics. He was promoted first lieutenant in 
1880, and was an honor graduate of the Artillery School 
of the class of 1884. General Bliss then served as adju- 
tant of that school until the fall of 1885, when he was 
appointed an instructor at the Naval War College at 
Newport, R.I. From October, 1885, until July, 1886, 
he was in Europe collecting information as to the mili- 
tary school of England, France and Germany. In 1888 
he was appoixted aide-de-camp to General Schofield. On 
account of his valuable services in the Artillery arm he 
was recommended for promotion, and the only available 
place for him was in the Commissary Department, which 
he entered as a captain in December, 1902. He was on 
duty with the Secretary of War from 1895 until 1897, 
and was next selected as military attaché to the United 
States Legation at Madrid, Spain. He was promoted 
major in 1898. He was appointed lieutenant colonel and 
chief commissary of subsistence of Volunteers May 8, 
1898, becoming chief commissary of the 6th Army Corps. 
He served in the Porto Rican campaign as chief of staff 
to Major Gen. James H. Wilson. In December, 1898, 
he was appointed collector of customs for Cuba, and was 
appointed a brigadier general of Volunteers April 26, 
190 He was appointed a member of the Army War 
College Board, and on July 21, 1902, was appointed a 
brigadier general, U.S.A. 

General Bliss was ordered to Cuba in November, 1902, 
as special envoy to negotiate the reciprocity treaty. He 
became a member of the General Staff in 1903, and was 
chief of the third division of the General Staff and 
president of the Army War College. General Bliss went 
to the Philippines in June, 1905, being placed in com- 
mand of the Department of Luzon, and in January, 1906, 
was given the command of the Department of Mindanao 
and also assumed the position of Governor of the Moro 
Province, relieving Gen. Leonard Wood. He did much 
to pacify and develop the Moro Province, and in De- 
cember, 1908, was placed in command of the Philippines 
Division. He returned to the United States in June, 
1909, again becoming a member of the General Staff, 
and again president of the Army War College. in De- 
cember, 1909, he became Assistant Chief of Staff; was 
placed in command of the Department of California, and 
later of the Department of the East. While holding the 
latter command he arranged the joint maneuvers in Con- 
necticut, recognized as one of the most successful and 
practical ever held. He proved a master in the art of 
organizing the troops and arranging the details for field 
service. He was appointed major general Nov. 20, 1915, 
vice-Carter, retired. He was in command of the South- 
ern Department and of the Cavalry Division. 

General Bliss is a classmate of General Scott’s, and 
the two officers have worked in perfect harmony. Gen- 
eral Bliss under General Scott was chief of the mobile 
Army Division. 

MAJOR GEN. HUGH L. SCOTT. 


Major Gen. Hugh L. Scott, U.S...., who reached the 
retirement age of sixty-four years on Sept. 22, 1917, has 
had a long and varied experience in the Army. His 
bravery and energy as a fighting man were demonstrated 
early in his career in campaigns against the Indians, 
and later in the Philippines; his ability in executive and 
administrative duties was most reeently made evident by 
his service as Chief of Staff; and his selection to accom- 

any the important mission to Russia headed by Elihu 
Root was an indication of his reputation for tact and 
diplomatic ability in smoothing out difficult situations, 
a field of activity that he had made peculiarly his own in 
his dealings with the Indians and later with the Moros. 
With it all modesty as to his own achievements has been 
one of his distinguishing characteristics. 

When he was appointed Chief of Staff by President 
Wilson in November of 1914, General Scott assumed the 
reins of office at one of the most critical periods of our 
country’s history. The great war preparations and the 
expansion of our Armies threw a vast amount of work on 
the various bureaus of the War Department, which were 
fairly swamped with the many details thrown upon 
them, of which the General Staff of the Army received 
its full share. The supervisory power vested by statute 
in thé Chief of Staff covers many duties, primarily those 
pertaining to the command, discipline, training, military 
operations, recruitment of the Army, armaments, forti- 
fications, etc. His office is divided into four divisions, 
as follows: Mobile Army Divison; Coast Artillery Di- 
vision; Militia Bureau, and War College Divisjon. 
General Scott on assuming office laid all the plans pos- 
sible to meet the possibility of our entrance into the war 
in Europe, and fortunately had the full confidence of 
President Wilson. How well the plans have been carried 
out amid untold handicaps, results have shown, but 
many of them cannot be made public at this time. 

General Scott was born in Kentucky Sept. 22, 1853. 
He was graduated from the Military Academy in 1876, 
being promoted in the Army second lieute: ant, 9th Cay- 
alry, but was transferred to the 7th Cavalry June 26, 
1876. He remained an officer of the 7th until Feb. 25, 
1903, when he was promoted major, 3d Cavalry, and 
was transferred to the 14th Cavalry the following March. 
He was promoted lieutenant colonel March 3, 1911, and 
colonel, 3d Cavalry, Aug. 18, 1911, and was appointed 
brigadier general March 23, 1913, and major general 
April 30, 1915. 

More closely than any officer of his rank in the Army 
he has been identified with the Indians and semi-civilized 
wards of the Government, and the remarkable measure 


of success that attended his ;dministration among the 


Scott spent seventeen years in the grade of first lieu- 
tenant at frontier Army posts, during the stagnation in 
promotions. This trying experience proved of great 
benefit to him, because through his association with the 
Indian tribes he became an adept in the use of their 
various tongues, and especially in the Indian sign lan- 
guage. This special qualification brought him much 
delicate and difficult service, to the great credit of his 
record. Only about three years ago he earned the grati- 
tude of the Administration by going single-handed into 
a swarm of angry Indians in Arizona who were intent on 
the warpath and bringing them to ways of peace. He 
organized and commanded Troop L, 7th Cavalry, com- 
posed of Kiowa, Comanche and Apache Indians, until it 
was mustered out five years later, at the expiration of 
its term of service. .General Scott took part in the Nez 
Percés Expedition, was engaged in much scouting, con- 
structed telegraph lines and exploring. He was also in 
charge of Geronimo’s band, Chiricahua Apache prisoners 
oo from Oct. 4, 1894, until December, 1897, at Fort 
Sill. 

During the war with Spain General Scott served as 
A.A.G. of Volunteers at Southern camps, and as A.G. 
of Volunteers, Department of Havana. Of his service in 
Cuba Elihu Root, then Secretary of War, wrote: “I 
know of no chapter in American history more satisfac- 
tery than that which will record the conduct of the mili- 
tary government in Cuba. The credit for it is due, first 
of all, to Brig. Gen. Leonard Wood, military governor of 
the islands, and Col. H. L. Scott, adjutant general of 
the department.” Later General Scott was Superintend- 
ent of the U.S. Military Academy at West Point, and 
served in the Military Information Bureau at Washing- 
ton. He was sent to Mexico in 1915, in an endeavor to 
bring about an understanding between Villa and Car- 
ranza. Ee did succeed in removing some of the unrea- 
sonable restrictions which the Mexican leaders had been 
placing on American industries in Mexico, and after his 
conferences with Villa that guerilla chieftain’s treatment 
of prisoners of war changed greatly for the better. 


MAIL FOR OUR TROOPS. 


Large quantities of mail of various kinds intended for 
our troops are being constantly received in The Adju- 
tant General's Office, a bulletin of that office notes under 
date of Sept. 20. This necessitates an additional hand- 
ling of such mail, and causes a needless delay. In the 
interest of the community at large, and in order to pre- 
vent delay and to insure the arrival of letters, packages 
or other mail matter intended for the United States 
troops abroad or at the camps in the United States in 
the shortest time and the most direct manner, corre- 
spondents are requested to observe the following: 

For troops serving abroad, care should be taken to 
state clearly the full name of the person and the designa- 
tion of his organization, and to give no address other than 
“American Expeditionary Force.” 

For troops stationed at the camps in this country the 
full name of the nerson should be clearly written and the 
organizetion give when known. Care also should be 
taken to see tha’ ‘he name of the camp at which the per- 
son is serving is correctly given in the address. 

Mail should not be addressed through “The Adjutant 
General’s Office, Washington, D.C.,” or “c/o War De- 
partment, Washington, D.C.,” as matter so addressed 
— an extra amount of handling and is subject to 

elay. 

Any person in doubt as to the proper form of address 
or method of sending letters, packages, money orders or 
other mail matter, should consult the local post office 
— and follow carefully the instructions given by

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THE STANDARD MILITARY TRUCK. 


The Secretary of War made the following statement 
on Sept. 22: 

The designing of the new standard military truck, 
which must meet the field transportation problem of 
modern warfare, has been completed. A sample chassis, 
representing the efforts of approximately two score 
truck specialists, will be ready by the middle of Octo- 
ber and final tests will be conducted. Deliveries are 
expected to begin in January, within four months after 
the War Department undertook the development of the 
truek. After a series of conferences between military 
and civilian engineers the design of the standard truck 
was completed early in September. Within ten days 
detailed drawings were made and sample parts ordered. 
Ordinarily it requires several months to perfect and 
turn out such parts but various manufacturers patri- 
otically agreed to put ahead the Government’s work and 
deilvery of the parts, it is now expected, will be made 
by Oct. 1. The-crankshaft die was sufk in seven days, 
and the crankcase pattern and first casting were made 
five days after receipt of the drawings. It is believed 
the new standard motor truck will fully meet the re- 
quirements of the Army in the field. Rapidity of manu- 
facture, stability and standardization are the outstand- 
ing promises of the new truck. 

While the designing of the military truck lacked the 
dramatic features of the development of the “United 
States Aviation Engine,” or “Liberty Motor,” it was 
brought about by similarly systematic and speedy meth- 
ods. In the conduct of the war it is essential that we 
shall have large numbers of airplanes; it is also es- 
sential that transportation on land shall be highly de- 
veloped. The designing of an acceptable truck is a 
distinct achievement. In July the Quartermaster Corps 
initiated the movement for the production of a stand- 
ardized military truck that would be an improvement 
over commercial designs heretofore used. Co-operation 
of truck manufacturers in all parts of the country was 
promised at a meeting held in Columbus in July. Early 
in August about fifty truck specialists and engineers 
of established reputation came to Washington at the 
invitation of the Quartermaster Corps.

and one-half tons, with an- actual commercial capacity 
of three tons. The Class B truck will have a normal 
capacity of three tons and an actual capacity of five 
tons. Both trucks will have a two-wheel drive, with 
a speed requirement of fourteen miles per hour for the 
Class A trucks and twelve miles for Class B trucks. 

It is planned that the first orders: for the trucks shal] 
call for 15,000 vehicles, to be delivered in the first six 
months of 1918. These orders will call for 10,000 Class 
B and 5,000 Class A trucks. The adaptability of the 
new trucks to commercial as well as military uses ig 
indicated by arrangements now being made hy a number 
of manufacturers to produce them for commercial! pur. 
poses, 
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IMPROVE METHODS, CARE OF WOUNDED. 

As a result of months of study by experts serving 
with the Medical Officers’ Reserve Corps and others aet- 
ing in co-operation with them, the Surgeon General of 
the Army has received a detailed plan for the care of 
wounded soldiers which embraces many improvements 
over the former system. The most radical departure 
recommended has to do with the care of the soldier 
after his return to private life, his wounds healed and 
with such pension or allowance as may have been given, 
It is now considered the duty of the Government to 
so equip and re-educate the maimed soldier that he may 
return to civil life as a useful member of society. To 
carry out this idea plans are under way for the build- 
ing of “reconstruction hospitals” in the larger centers 
of population. Sites have been selected in or near New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Washington, 
Buffalo, Cincinnati, Chicago, St. Paul, Seattle, San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, Denver, Kansas City, St. Louis, 
Memphis, Richmond, Atlanta and New Orleans. Each 
will be built as a 500-bed hospital but with provision 
for enlargement to 1,000 if needed. It is not the in 
tention that men able to go back to the firing line shall 
be returned to this country unless their convalescence 
will extend over a period of a considerable number of 
months. Soldiers unable to return to duty will be sent 
to the reconstruction hospitals in the United States, 

These hospitals will not be the last step in the rm 
turn of the wounded soldiers to civil life. When the 
soldiers are able to take up industrial training, further 
provision will be.ready. ‘The injured man may be re 
trained to his previous occupation to conform with his 
handicapped condition or retrained for a new industry 
compatible with that condition. Additional education 
will be given to those fitted for it and men may in some 
cases be returned to more valuable work than that from 
which they were called to war. Workshops will be pro 
vided at the hospitals, but arrangements will also bh 
made with outside industries whereby more elaborate 
methods of training may be carried on. An employment 
bureau will be established to place men so trained in 
different parts of the United States. 

This whole matter comes under the Department of 
Military Orthopedic Surgery recently organized in the 
Medical Department of the Army. The following off- 
cerstof the Medical Reserve Corps are in charge of the 
work: Major Elliott G. Brackett. of Boston, director 
of the Department of Military Orthopedics to the Sur 
geon General; Major Joel E. Goldthwait of Boston, dé 
rector of Military Orthopedics for the Expeditionary 
Forces; Major David Silver of Pittsburgh, assistant d 
rector of Military Orthopedics to the Surgeon General. 
The following, in conjunction with the above staff, com 
pose the Orthopedic Council: Dr. Fred H. Albee of 
New York, Dr. G. Gwilym Davis of Philadelphia, Dr 
Albert H. Freiberg of Cincinnati, Dr. Robert W. Lovett 
of Boston, and Dr. John L. Porter of Chicago. Ar 
rangements have been made by the Department of Milk 
tary Orthopedics to care for soldiers, so far as ortho 
pedies is concerned, continuously until they are returned 





either to active service or civil life. Orthopedic sur 
geons will be attached to the medical force near the 
firing line and to the different hospitals back to the 


base orthopedic hospital which will be established within 
100 miles of the firing line. In this hospital, in addé 
tion to orthopedic surgical care, there will be equipment 
for surgical reconstruction work and “curative work 
shops” in which men will acquire ability to use injured 
members while doing work interesting and useful 0 
itself. This method has supplanted the old and uninter 
esting one of prescribing a set of motions for a man ® 
go through with no purpose than to re-acquire use 
his injured part. 

In addition to the American orthopedic surgeons n0¥ 
working abroad under Colonel Jones of England, othe 
will soon go overseas. Experienced and & 
large number of younger surgeons who will work unde 
competent directors, will. go abroad for this work, 
to be under the direction of Major Goldthwait. The® 
orthopedic surgeons will work in England among tlt 
British force and when needed will be transferred ® 
France to work among American soldiers. Instructom 
and examiners for all the camps are also being 
nished by the Department of Military Orthopedic Su 
gery.

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PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
(Summarized from reports Sept. 21-27.) 
BRITISH ADVANCE EAST OF YPRES. 


The British offensive at Ypres, after an interruption 
of three weeks, was brilliantly resumed on Sept. 20, with 
an advance of over a mile on the front to the east of the 
city. In a few hours the attacking force took more than 
half a dozen strongly fortified German positions on the 
elevated ground which forms the chief natural barrier 
between Ypres and Menin. In the period of several days 
that followed they held almost the totality of their 
gains against a series of violent counter-attacks, while 
farther to the north, beyond the Ypres-Roulers railroad 
line they pressed forward northeast of Langemarck and 
St. Julien. A farther British advance took place on 
Sept. 26, materially increasing the gains in both direc- 
tions. . 

The area of the chief operations of the past week lies 
on both sides of the Ypres-Menin high road, where it 
crosses at right angles a broad strip of high ground that 
runs from southwest to northeast. The elevations in this 
upland area are from 125 to 200 feet above sea level and 
give it a command of Ypres and the surrounding lowland, 
where the height above sea level does not greatly exceed 
sixty feet. Considerable woodland dots the high ground 
in small patches. Westhoek, which the British occu- 
pied at the outset of their Ypres offensive, at the begin- 
ning of August, is situated at the western edge of the 
rise. To the east of it lie Glencorse wood, Nun’s wood 
and the larger Polygon wood, in succession from west to 
east. Next to the south of this series of defensive posi- 
tions stands Inverness Copse, which the Germans had 
turned into a stronghold barring British progress along 
the Ypres-Menin road. Holding Hooge, on this road, the 
offensive had to surmount this barrier on its way to 
Veldhoek, a hamlet situated at the center of the upland 
area. South of the road the defense held the Shrewsbury 
wood. ‘These wooded tracts had been fitted with con- 
cealed machine-gun nests and with redoubts which were 
concealed from the British artillery by the screen of. the 
trees. A number cf farms scattered among the hills 
were similarly fortified. Finally, northeast of Veldhoek 
and north of the highway referred to, ran an elevation 
somewhat higher than the majority, known in the re- 
ports as the Tower Hamlet Ridge. It formed the rear 
defensive line of the German positions. 

The British attacks in August had met with more 
than one check on the Ypres-Menin road. After gain- 
ing a temporary hold on the Glencorse and the Inverness 
woods, the attackers had been driven back. While ad- 
vancing through St. Julien and Langemarck, the British 
had been held back here, within three miles of Ypres to 
the west. The Germans remained considerably nearer 
Ypres on the east than were the British at Langemarck 
on the north. Before attempting to press forward any 
further in the Langemarck direction it was obviously 
sound policy for Haig to better his position, and at the 
same time to threaten Menin, by throwing a force across 
the upland barrier and occupying the southerly half of it, 
which lay nearest to Ypres. Tas . 

Failing to make appreciable progress in this direction 
by minor attacks, the commander resorted to a full-size 
operation of the same type aS those of Arras and the 
Messines ridge. In spite of the disadvantage in the mat- 
ters of elevation and cover, an overwhelming superiority 
of artillery was assembled against the area of the Brit- 
ish objective. A prolonged bombardment of intermittent 
severity broke down the German offensive and kept the 
enemy infantry supports and reserves in expectation of 
an attack. In the days preceding the 20th the infantry 
charged with the attack were assembled and disposed 
at their posts without serious opposition from the Ger- 
man side. Glencorse and Nun’s roads were allotted as 





objectives to the Australian troops, Inverness Copse to 
North Country regiments, and Scottish and South Afri- 
can brigades to the area south of the Ypres-Menin road. 
The troops advanced at daybreak, behind a barrage fire 
so organized as to protect their progress to successive 
objectives

stages than in any of the British operations hitherto 
undertaken. The troops made uniform progress. The 
Australian troops encountered a severe German barrage 
fire on their left, but rapidly occupied the Glencorse and 


Nun's roads and the western part of the more extensive 
Polygon wood, while farther north they seized the Anzac 


farm. The Inverness Copse fell into the hands of the 
English force with but slight resistance, and Velhoek 
village to the east, was taken soon after. Between the 
Polygon wood and Veldhoek, the German infantry de- 
veloped its chief resistance, and was driven back only 
after a severe engagement. 

Holding the greater part of their objectives by ten 
am. the British pressed on after this retiring German 
force and established themselves upon the Tower Hamlet 
ridge. Here the Germans counter-attacked with violence 
later in the day, but failed to dislodge the possessors. 

A secondary attack was carried out in conjunction with 
the main operation and north of it, in the lower ground 


northwest of the Ypres-Roulers railway, from Frezen- 
berg to Langemarck. In this attack also the British 
made considerable gains, taking among other points the 
Village of Zevenkote, between Frezenberg and Zonne- 
beke, and advancing northeast of Langemarck. The re- 
sults of the day showed gains along the whole attacking 


front most extensive, however, in the region of the 
main effort. 

Tie German counter-attacks did not develop their full 
force till the second day following the advance. On the 


evening of the 21st German troops attempted to drive 
back their adversaries at Gravenstafel ridge, northwest 
of the Ypres-Roulers railroad, striking on a front of over 
a mi After breaking into the British positions they 
were driven back. They developed their main effort on 
_ 22d at the Tower Hamlet ridge, where they delivered

a ssaults. Renewing their attacks on the 24th and 
25th, they made some progress between the Polygon 
wood and the Ypres-Menin road, without materially 

changing the general result. 
_Wh the main line of attack in the operations at 
Ypres as a whole may be supposed still to be in the 
northeasterly direction toward Roulers the easterly ad- 
vane iS an apparent connection with the general plan. 
The ikening effect on the German line was evidenced 
by fact that the attack of the 20th in the north- 
east direction scored considerable gains while the 
hea * action farther south was in progress. On the 
Ypres-Menin road itself, the Germans were driven out 
of a ies of positions of demonstrated strength and 
forced back into territory seemingly less favorable for 
defen The British communication of the 23d an- 
hounced that 3,248 Germans had been capttred. This 
humber falls below that which previous operations of 
® claracter yielded, but the difference seems natural 


in view of the fact that the disputed territory was garri- 
soned by machine-gun crews and small groups in re- 
doubts, instead of being held by large bodies of infantry 
in trenches. German losses in counter-attacks, to judge 
from British reports, were not less heavy than usual. 

On Sept. 26 the British continued their attack on a 
somewhat smaller scale, but with renewed success. On 
this occasion they struck with their chief power two 
miles north of the Ypres-Menin road, and gained the 
village of Zonnebeke, with territory to the depth of nearly 
a mile. The English, Welsh and Scottish battalion who 
performed this work had not only to storm the village, 
but to seize a great number of fortified points with which 
the Germans had built up what the German communica- 
tions now call the fighting zone, the successor of the 
abandoned system of trench lines. Northwest of Zon- 
nebeke the British advance penetrated for half a mile. 
South of the village the Australians in the Polygon wood 
again advanced, making themselves masters of the re- 
mainder of the wood and likewise of a trench work to 
the east of it. Between the wood and the Menin road 
to the south English and Scottish troops attacked the 
Germans who had driven back the British on the day 
before and forced the Germans, in turn, to cede the dis- 
puted ground after a severe engagement prolonged 
through the greater part of the day. Here the defense 
made its principal stand. South of the Menin road, the 
extreme right of the British attack, not only captured 
the remainder of the Tower Hamlet ridge but gained 
field works situated east of it. The progress of the 
British, contrary to the rules, with continuation of simi- 
lar attacks made uniform gains on virtually the whole of 
a six-mile front. On the 27th the Germans renewed their 
effort to thrust back the British front at the point origi- 
nally selected as weakest, the line south of the Polygon 
wood; several of their assaults here and others against 
Zonnebeke were repulsed. 

The French forces remained passive during the opera- 
tions of their British allies, so far as large infantry 
operations were concerned, but maintained active artil- 
lery fire, notably on the right bank of the Meuse river, 
north of Verdun, where their opponents apparently ap- 
prehended a new French stroke. The Germans indicated 
this apprehension by renewing their attacks upon this 
front on Sept. 24 and 25. Here the Germans again at- 
tempted to regain the position north of the Bois de 
Chaume on which they had previously expended other as- 
saults. The French beat them back on the 24th with 
the capture of 132 prisoners. On the following day an 
attack was delivered by select German shock troops, said 
to be under the command of Captain Roeh, the organizer 
of this form of service. It was successfully repulsed 
according to Paris, but Berlin reports that Germans in 
an attack near Bezonvaux took 350 French prisoners. 

Other German attacks took place in the Soissons area 
north of Vauxaillon in the Champagne at Mont Haut 
and between Massiges and Maisons de Champagne, and 
at Braye in the Aisne region, none attaining any suc- 
cess of note. The superiority of French over German 
artillery at most points on the long French line has been 
repeatedly demonstrated in the past few weeks, and it 
impairs the chances of success of the German attacks, 
which cannot be carried out in effectual force against the 
French barrage fire. On the night of the 26th the Ger- 
mans, after a heavy bombardment, attempted unavail- 
ingly to send their infantry through the French barrage 
fire at three points on the Chemin des Dames, on the 
Casemates and Californie plateaus and at Cerny. 


THE ITALIAN THEATER OF WAR. 


The operations on both sides have diminished in the 
Isonzo region. No further assaults by either party are 
reported in the area of Mount San Gabriele. Local fight- 
ing has occurred farther north in the Bainsizza region, 
where the broken character of the ground gives occasion 
to continued minor enterprises. The fighting on the Car- 
so is at a standstill. Somewhat increased activity is re- 
ported at points in the Trentino, without indication of a 
design on either side to undertake any large effort in 
this difficult region of high mountain barriers. After the 
recent Italian efforts a period of recuperation and prepa- 
ration is due for Cadorna’s force. The previous periods 
of similar character elapsing between the Italian moves 
have been protracted owing presumably to the difficulty 
that Italy with her industrial equipment finds in sup- 
plying the means of modern warfare, and especially the 
enormous quantities of ammunition ‘required by the forces 
at the front. The co-operation of British artillery in the 
Isonzo operations of last month suggests that Italy may 
receive from her allies farther contributions of material 
enabling her to renew her efforts at a much earlier date 
than would otherwise be the case. 


THE RUSSIAN THEATER OF WAR. 


The Germans under General von Eichhorn advanced up 
the Dvina river from Friedrichstadt and captured the 
city of Jakobstadt on Sept. 21. The operation, rapidly 
carried out met with but slight resistance, the Russians, 
as in the case of Riga, abandoning the city, with con- 
siderable stores and fifty cannon, in great haste. At 
Jakobstadt the Russians held an extensive bridgehead on 
the left or west bank of the Dvina. This position offered 
no immediate menace to the Germans, so long as the 
Russian forces remained in their recent passive state, but 
in case of a renewal of aggressive methods on the Rus- 
sian side, Jakobstadt might have served as the point of 
departure of a move to strike the rear of the Germans at 
Riga. Against Dvinsk, a much more important place 
and the next city on the way up the stream, there are, for 
the moment, no signs of a German advance. 

On the road from Riga to Petrograd, the Russians con- 
tinue their rally and report that the German front has 
been forced somewhat farther back, in heavy local en- 
gagements. 

In Molddvia Mackensen’s troops again attacked on 
Sept. 20, north of Grozechii and north of Muncelui. The 
attacks broke down before the Rumanian positions ac- 
cording to the Petrograd report. 


OTHER THEATERS OF WAR. 


French forces attacked the Austrians near Lake Ochida 
(Macedonian front), according to Berlin’s report of 
Sept.. 22, without success. Little action has occurred 
on the Macedonian front.

NOTES OF THE WAR. 


Capt. Georges Guynemer, the famous French aviator, 
has been slain in battle, according to a Paris dispatch of 
Sept. 25. Captain Guynemer is thought to have been 
killed in a reconnaissance flight over Flanders on which 
he left Dunkirk Sept. 11. Nothing had been heard of 
him since and it was assumed that he had been lost, but 
not until that date did the French headquarters issue a 
confirmatory report. Captain Guynemer, who was 
twenty-one years old, had an official record of fifty— 
aerial victories. 

_ German airplanes raided London and the eastern coun- 

ties of England on the nights of Sept. 24 and 25. Asa 
result of the first raid fifteen persons were killed and 
seventy injured while about twenty casualties resulted 
from the second raid in London none being reported 
from the county districts. The destruction of property 
was less than is usual in such cases. 

The British Admiralty announced on Sept. 26 that 
thirteen British ships of 1,600 tons and over and two< 
vessels of less than 1,600 tons were sunk by mines or 
submarines. This is the smallest weekly toll in the 
aggregate since Germany began her ruthless submarine 
campaign. 

The French Admiralty announced on Sept. 27 the 
following losses >y submarines or mines for the week 
ending Sept. 23: “Over 1,600 tons, seven, one previously ; 
under 1,600 tons, five, two previously. Three steamers 
were attacked unsuccessfully. No fishing vessels were 
lost.” The Italian report of the same date says that one 
steamship of more than 1,500 tons and six sailing craft of 
less than 100 tons each were sunk in the same period. 


The President and the Cabinet of China have agreed 
to the plan of sending a trial division of 24,000 Chinese 
soldiers to France, if money, equipment and shipping are 
available, according to an Associated Press dispatch from 
Peking of Sept. 20. The Entente Allies have approved 
the proposition and France is eager to receive the con- 
tingent. The Chinese probably could reach France by 
Jan. 1, An abundant number of fairly trained soldiers 
is immediately available for the expedition. The Premier 
is in favor of sending 300,000 men, and the provincial ~ 
authorities are heartily in support of the plan in the 
event that the Canton provisional Government gives its 
approval of the war with Germany. 

At a recent meeting of the Spanish Cabinet in Madrid 
it was decided to create two new regiments of field ar- 
tillery, seven battalions of garrison artillery and seven 
battalions of heavy artillery. It was also decided to ap- 
point a special committee to draft a plan of industrial 
mobilization from a military point of view. 

A British destroyer, the identity of which is not dis- 
closed, has been sunk by a German submarine in the 
approaches to the Channel, according to an announcement 
made on Sept. 22 by the Admiralty. There were fifty 
survivors. 

British warships bombarded the German naval works 
at Ostend with satisfactory results, it was announced on 
Sept. 22 by the British Admiralty. Three seaplanes at- 
tempting to assist the enemy by observation were shot 
down by the British air patrol.

OUR JAPANESE VISITORS. 


The distinguished party of Japanese representing the 
war commission of that nation, headed by Viscount 
Ishii and including Major General Sugano, Japanese 
army; Masanao Hanihara, Japanese Consul General at 
San Francisco, Cal.; Baron Aimaro Sato, Japanese Am- 
bassador to the United States, ana Vice Admiral Take- 
shita, of the Japanese navy, received an enthusiastic re- 
ception in New York city Sept. 27. The reception come 
mittee appointed by Mayor Mitchel, of which Judge 
Elbert H. Gary was chairman, and which included Major 
Gen. Daniel Appleton, N.Y.N.G., made up a dignified 
and appropriate program, which our Japanese visitors 
could not fail to appreciate. The Japanese flag was on 
view everywhere, and the decorations and illuminations 
were arranged to impress upon the visitors the high 
esteem in which theim country is held by the citizens of 
New York. Receptions, sightseeing and luncheons make 
up a four days’ program that give the Japanese visitors 
very little time to rest. A review of the cadets at West 
Point on Sept. 28 was among the interesting events on 
the program. 

The mission was met at the battery on Sept. 28 by 
Mr. Gary, representing the Mayor, and were escorted 
to the City Hall by the 2d Battalion of Naval Reserves. 
The City Hall plaza had been appropriately decorated 
with American and Japanese colors. Hundreds of Boy 
Scouts formed a living picture, artisvically grouped on a 
pyramid that hes constructed over the fountain, and hun- 
dreds of little girls were also seated in front of the 
pyramid, and all waved Japanese flags. The 22d U.S. 
Infantry and the Junior Naval Reserve formed a guard 
of honor about the entrance to the City Hall, while in- 
side three companies of the 7th N.Y. Guard, under Major 
De Witt C. Falls, were on duty. Standing at the foot 
of the City Hall steps stood a group of Japanese boys 
in the uniforms of the American Naval and Marine 
Scouts. Cheers and continuous flag waving greeted the 
Japanese as they stepped from the automobiles to enter 
the City Hall and receive the official welcome to the 
metropolis. A 

From the City Hall the party were taken to the Union 
League Club, where it reviewed the 165th Infantry (69th 
N.Y.), under Col. C. De L. Hine, who made the journey 
from the camp at Garden City specially for the honor. 
The regiment, over 3,000 strong, made a splendid ap- 
pearance. As the regiment detrained at Long Island 
City Colonel Hine was met by a committee from the 
Red Cross of the Nichols Copper Company, of Long 
Island City, who presented the regiment with a fully 
equipped field ambulance, purchased through subscrip- 
tions raised among the employees of the company. The 
field ambulance was immediately taken aboard the ferry- 
boat, which took the regiment to Manhattan, and was 
greatly admired. ay 

Among those acting. as escorts to the Japanese visitors 
were Gen. James A. Irons; U.S.A. ; Capt. Ww.

Major Benjamin B. Foulois, Aviation Section, Signal 
Corps, whose nomination to be a brigadier general dur- 
ing the duration of the war in the Signal Corps, from 
July 24, 1917, has been confirmed by the Senate with 
that of Col. Charles McK. Saltzman, also of the Signal 
Corps, to the same temporary rank in the Corps, 
is one of the most famous aviators in the Army, 
and has had a notable career. For years he had been a 
student of aviation and made a number of changes in the 
machine, putting wheels under it to enable it to rise 
from the ground like other types of machines then in use 
and making other alterations that made it more like the 
modern Wright machine. At that time there was little 
money available for aviation in the Army and many of 
the small expenses incident to continuing the machine 
in active service General Foulois paid out of his own 
pocket. When the trouble in Mexico broke out and it was 
decided to establish an airplane patrol on the interna- 
tional border General Foulois, then a lieutenant, was de- 
tailed under Major George O. Squier, on this work. He 
again had the distinction of being a passenger in an 
epoch-making flight, traveling with Phil Parmlee, the 
Wright aviator, 106 miles across country when this dis- 


- tance constituted a world’s record for a cross-country 
flight. He was arrested by the Carranza troops when 


he flew to the outskirts of Chihuahua City, expecting to’ 


meet by appointment several Carranza officials. He was 
the first aviator to receive a pilot’s license for a heavier- 
than air machine. General Foulois was sent to Fort 
Myer, where the Wright machine was being demonstrated 
for the Army, soon after the experiments began in 1908. 
He was not then an aviator, but saw all the flights, and 
had the distinction of being taken as a passenger with 
Orville Wright on the cross-country flight made by the 
Wright machine from Fort Myer to Alexandria, at that 
time the most difficult and one of the longest cross-coun- 
try flights that had been made in the history of aviation. 
Before the Wright machine was taken to College Park 
for the training of the Army officers in 1909 General 
Foulois was sent abroad as the representative of the 
United States at the international aeronautic conference 
at Nancy. He returned to this country just as the flights 
at College Park were being finished. Major Foulois was 
born in Connecticut Dec. 9, 1879, and enlisted as a pri- 
vate in the Ist U.S. Volunteer Engineers in July, 1598, 
and served in Porto Rico during that campaign. He 
served with the Engineers until Jan. 25, 1899, and in 
June of that year enlisted in the 19th U.S. Infantry, 
serving two years in the Philippines. He was appointed 
a second lieutenant, 17th U.S. Infantry, in February, 
1901, was promoted first lieutenant, 24th Infantry, in 
1906. He was transferred to the 17th Infantry in 1907 
and served about five years in the Philippines, where he 
participated in some forty-five skirmishes in Luzon, 
Panay, Cebu, and Leyte islands, and in the campaigns 
against the Moros in 1904 and 1905 on Mindanao and 
Jolo Islands. He was detailed to the Signal Corps in 
1908, and was assigned to the 7th Infantry in 1912, and 
was detailed to the Signal Corps as captain in 1914, and 
was promoted major in 1917. In 1906 he was graduated 
from the Infantry and Cavalry School and from the 
Army Signal School in 1908. We have previously noted 
the advancement of Colonel Saltzman. 

Lieut. Comdr. Alexander N. Mitchell, U.S.N., who has 
been stationed at the navy yard, Mare Island, Cal., has 
been placed on the retired list on account of ill health, 
resulting from service in the tropics He was born in 
Ohio Sept. 14, 1875, and has had close on thirteen years 
of sea duty and nearly ten years of shore duty. During 
the period of the war, he will perform such light duty at 
Mare Island as his condition will permit. 

Lieut. Col. Robert B. Grubbs, Med. Corps, U.S.A., was 
retired from active service Sept. 21, 1917, for disability 
incident to the ‘service. He was born in Virginia April 
9, 1872, and entered the Army as an assistant surgeon 
June 29, 1901. He holds the degree of M.D., Columbia 
University, 1900.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

Capt. Emil Theiss, of the U.S. Navy, one of the cap- 
tains recently chosen by the selection board for promo- 
tion to rear admiral, but who failed to pass the physical 
examination, died at the Naval Hospital in Washington, 
D.C., Sept. 24, 1917, following an operation. Captain 
Theiss was born in 1860 at Hggtinger, Germany, and 
entered the Naval Academy from Wisconsin in 1878. He 
had performed thirteen years of sea duty and some 
twenty-five years of shore duty. Captain Theiss was ap- 
peinted an assistant engineer in the Navy July 1, 1884, 
and was promoted to passed assistant engineer Aug. 1, 
1894, in which grade he served on duty at the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering, Navy Department, from the be- 
ginning to the close of the Spanish-American War. His 
title was changed to lieutenant on March 3, 1899, and 
he was promoted to lieutenant commander April 28, 1903; 
to commander Aug. 28, 1907, and served in this last 
named grade on duty at the navy yard, New York, until 
April 15, 1908; as inspector of machinery, works of the 
Fore River Shipbuilding Company, Quincy, Mass., from 
April 16, 1908, to March 1, 1910, and reported for duty 
as member of board on inspection for shore stations on 
March 2, 1910. He was promoted to captain on March 4, 
1911, and served continuously on duty as member, Board 
of Inspection for Shore Stations, until Feb. 9, 1912; 
and on special duty, at the Navy Department, from Feb. 
10, 1912, until the date of his death. 

Col. Frank B. McCoy, U.S.A., retired in command of 
the Army recruiting station at Boston, Mass., died sud- 
denly of heart disease Sept. 27, 1917. He was born in 
Georgia Oct. 23, 1851, and entered the Army as a sec- 
ond lieutenant, 24th Infantry, from civil life Nov. 26, 
1880. He was retired for age Oct. 23, 1915. During 
his service he was on duty in the Philippines, Ohio, 
Indian Territory, Montana, Minnesota, Alabama, Georgia 
and New York and elsewhere. His service and promo- 
tion after being with the 24th Infantry took him to the 
following regiments: 3d Infantry, 2d Infantry, 17th In- 
fantry, 24th Infantry and 30th Infantry. He reached 
the grade of colonel April 28, 1913. During the war 
with Spain he served as lieutenant colonel, 12th Minne- 
sota Infantry, at that time being a captain in the 2d 
U.S. Infantry.

The death is announced of Rear Admiral Leicester 
Chantrey Keppel, British navy, retired, on Sept. 22, 
1917. Admiral Keppel commanded many British war- 
ships since he served as midshipman in 1854. He was in 
charge of a boat under fire at Viborg and personally lifted 
several infernal machines, clearing the passage admitting 
to the port. He was later engaged in the suppression of 
the slave trade in East Africa and served in the expedi- 
tion up the Zambesi with Dr. Livingstone. 

“The Navy Department announced on Sept. 25 the 
death of Lieut. Alfredo Cruz Camarao, of the Brazilian 
navy, as the result of “an accident on board an Amer- 
ican naval vessel which was cocling in an American 
port. Lieutenant Camarao was detailed to the U.S. 
Navy for instruction. A swinging bag of coal swept 
him from the deck of the warship into a lighter lying 
alongside. 

Col. H. E. Hill, father of Mrs. Knabenshue, wife of 
Col. F. G. Knabenshue, U.S.A., died at Cleveland, Ohio, 
on Aug. 1, 1917. 

Charles Henry Jones, brother of Lieut. Col. Samuel R. 
Jones, U.S.A., retired, died at Courtney Station, near 
Portland, Ore., Sept. 20, 1917. Mr. Jones was a gradu- 
ate of Harnford College, 1861, and upon graduation en- 
listed in the Anderson troop, an independent troop or- 
ganized in Pennsylvania, as a bodyguard to General An- 
derson. The troop was later assigned as bodyguard to 
General Buell and Mr. Jones was with General Buell 
on his ride to the Shiloh battlefield in April, 1862. Mr. 
Jones was seventy-five years old. For twenty years he 
was Justice of the Peace in Le Mars, Iowa, and was a 
past state commander of the Iowa G.A.R.

PROMOTION REGULATIONS, GUARD AND N.A. 





The following regulations governing appointment and © 


promotion of officers «f the National Army and National 
Guard have been approved by the Secretary of War: 

1. The commanding generals of National Guard or 
National Army divisions serving within the limits of the 
United States or its possessions will submit recommenda- 
tions to The Adjutant General of the Army as to promo- 
tions and appointments to fill vacancies in organizations 
forming part of their divisions. Temporary appointments 
and promotions in their commands to al! grades below 
that of general officer may, subject to the approval of the 
War Department, be made by division commanders when 
serving beyond the limits of the United States, to vacan- 
cies occurring within their divisions; provided that, when 
the division forms part of an Army corps, the corps com- 
mander shall make the temporary appointments upon the 
recommendation of the division commander. At home or 
abroad, officers rendered surplus by the consolidation of 
units may be assigned by division commanders to vacan- 
cies existing in their grade and arm of service. 

2. Second lieutenants of «4e Reserve Corps of the line 
of the Army are available for appointment to the National 
Army or National Guard in making recommendations 
for appointment to the grade of second lieutenant. Com- 
manding officers will state specifically their opinion as to 
whether the best interests of the Service will be served 
by the appointment of a Reserve Corps officer or of a 
member of the organization. 

Appointments of the Reserve Corps officers of the line 
to the grade of second lieutenant in the National Army 
and National Guard will be made in the order of their 
rank and will be announced by The Adjutant General of 
the Army. 

3. All officers belonging to regiments, separate units, 
brigades and divisions of the National Army or Na- 
tional Guard, whether members of the Regular Army, Na- 
tional Army, or National Guard, are equally eligible for 
selection in accordance with the provisions of these regu- 
lations, and recommendation for appointment or promo- 
tion .must be based solely on demonstrated fitness and 
capacity without regard to seniority. 

LINE OFFICERS EXCEPT THOSE OF COAST ARTILLERY. 

4. Vacancies in the grade of second lieutenant not 
filled by the appointment of a Reserve Corps officer will 
be filled by the appointment of non-commissioned officers 
selected from the regiment or separate unit in which the 
vacancies occur. When this method, in the opinion of 
the division commander, would result in the appointment 
of unfit_or unsuitable officers selection will be made from 
non-commissioned officers of the same arm or corps in 
the division. e 

Vacancies in grades below that of lieutenant colonel 
and above that of second lieutenant in any regiment or 
separate unit will be filled, as far as practicable, by the 
promotion of officers selected from next low grade in 
the regiment or separate unit in which the vacancy 
occurs. 

In case of necessity, the selection may be made from 
officers of the next lower grade in the same arm vr corps 
within the division. 

Vacancies in the grade of colonel or lieutenant colonel 
will be filled, as far as practicable, by the promotion of 
officers selected from those serving in the next lower 
grade in the same arm of the Service, in the same di- 
vision to which the organization in which the vacancy 
eccurs is assigned or attached for service. 

5. Vacancies in any commissioned grade within a di-

vision forming part of any Army Corps, and actually 
serving under command of the corps commander, may be 
filled by transfer of officers of the same grade and arm or 
corps of the Service from another division in the same 
corps when, in the opinion of the corps commander, the 


interests of the Service demand such action. Orders for 
such transfers will be issued by the corps commander and 
be subject to the approval of the War Department. 

6. When vacancies occur in a regiment or other or- 
ganization of a division, the commanding officer of the 


organization in which the vacancy exists will advise the ~ 


division commander by the most expeditious means of 
communication of the existing vacancy, and, if in the 
grade of second lieutenant, of his recommendation as to 
filling such vacancy. . 

If the division is serving within the territorial limits 
of the United States, the division commander will notify, 
by telegraph The Acjutant General of the Army direct 
of the existence of the vacancy and, if the appointment 
of a Reserve Corps officer is not recommended, of the 
name of the person recommended by him for promotion 
to fill such vacaz:cy. 

If serving beyond the limits of the United States, the 
division commander, unless his division is assigned to an 
Army Corps and .2rving under the command of the corps 
commander will, unless the appointment of a Reserve 
Corps officer is recommended, announce in orders the 
temporary appointment or promotion of the officer 
selected and notify The Adjutant General of the Army, 
through channels, of his action. 


COAST ARTILLERY. 

7. When a yacancy occurs in an organization of the 
Coast Artillery of the National Guard or National Army, 
not serving with a division or other tactical unit, the 
Chief of Coast Artillery will submit recommendation to 
The Adjutant General of the Army relative to filling 
such vacancy. 

8. When an organization of the Coast Artillefy is serv- 
ing with a division or other tactical unit, the same rules 
with respect to appointment and promotion will apply 
as in the case of other arms of the Service. 


STAFF OFFICERS. 

9. When a vacancy exists in a staff corps or depart- 
ment within the territorial limits of the United States, 
in a grade above the lowest commissioned grade author- 
ized by law, such vacancy shall be filled by promotion or 
assignment on recommendation of the chief of the bu- 
reau. 

When such vacancy exists in a staff corps or depart- 
ment in an expeditionary force, the vacancy will be filled 
upon the recommendation of the commanding general of 
the expeditionary force in which the vacancy occurs, and 
the commander of such expeditionary force may fill such 
vacancies by temporary appointments or by assignments 
subject to the approval of the War Department. 

Vacancies in the lowest grade in each staff corps or de- 
partment will be filled in accordance with law, upon the 
recommendation of the chief of such staff or corps or 
department. 

10. Commanding officers of expeditionary forces serv- 
ing abroad, to whom officers detached from tactical units 
and serving abroad report, will make recommendation as 
to promotion of such officers. 

11. When any officer in the National Guard or Na- 
tional Army becomes incapacitated for military service, 
and such incapacity is not due to military service ren- 
dered after receipt of his appointment, he will be dis- 
charged from the office held by him under such appoint- 
ment. 

12. All promotions and appointments made as herein 
prescribed, will be subject to examination as to physical 
fitness only. 





RESERVE OFFICERS TO NATIONAL ARMY. 


War Department orders given below and others re- 
cently issued announce the names of more than two 
score officers of the Reserve Corps who by accepting ap- 


pointment in the National Army with the rank of second 
lieutenant have given up commissions in the Reserve 
Corps ranging from colonel to first lieutenant. One 
colonel, two lieutenant colonels, three majors, twenty 
eaptains and thirty-six first lieutenants are included in 
the list below, who go from the Reserve Corps to the 
National Army Q.M. Corps. 

In this and in the recent honorable discharges of Re- 
serve Corps officers the War Department is empha- 
sizing the fact that Reserve Corps commissions are not 
necessarily permanent and that R.C. officers not suited 
to their grade or to their duties as a whole may be 
discharged, honorably or otherwise, at any time in the 
discretion of the President. If of higher rank and un- 
suited to their grade R. officers may resign the 
higher commission by accepting appoinment to a lower 
grade in the National Army, if they care to do so, rather 
than accept the alternative of honorable discharge. It is 
an evidence of the high character of Reserve Corps officers 
and of the patriotic spirit in which they entered the Ser- 
vice that those who have had a try at higher rank are 
willing to accept a lower one, rather than give up the 
service of their country. So many factors enter into 
the qualification of an officer that it is no discredit to 
some who entered the Service if they find themselves 
The test by examination and 
by indications of general character and qualifications 
shown by previous experience in civil pursuits neces- 
sarily requires the results shown under military training 
and actual experience to give a final test of ability to com- 
mand. The National Defense Act of June 3, 1916, pro- 
vides that commissions in the Officers’ Reserve Corps shall 
be for five years “unless sooner terminated by the Pres- 
ident’”—which gives a wide latitude in determining the 
suitability of officers.

The Quartermaster Corps reports that the delivery 
of motor trucks and automobiles is most satisfactory. 
Cars of all descriptions are coming in so rapidly in 
accordance with the contracts that a special report 
every day is necessary to keep in touch with the num- 
ber available. In the next few days one of each type 
of the standardized motor trucks will be delivered for 
test and experiment; and as soon as they are approved 
only the standardized cars will be taken by the War 
Department. The type was the result of the efforts 
of the Automotive Engineers acting with the Division 
of Army Transportation, and is almost revolutionary in 
the manufacture of motor trucks. Recent contracts 
for military trucks call for the delivery of 5,750 ma- 
chines to cost around $21,000,000. These include ‘1,200 
Packard three-ton trucks to cost $3,197.39 each and 
1,800 to cost $3,836.87 each; 1,250 Locomobile one and 
one-half-ton trucks at $4,071.38 each and 1,500 Pierce- 
Arrow one and one-half-ton trucks at $3,500 each. The 
depot quartermaster at Chicago has been authorized to 
buy 142 light chassis to be equipped with bodies of 
large capacity for use at National Guard camps. These

are to cost $750 each and a dozen will be allotted to 
each camp. Orders also are being placed for a number 
of automobiles for use at cantonments. 
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Production of the re-chambered Enfield rifle with 
which the National Army will be equipped has reached 
1,200 per day and is expected to “increase progressively” 
from this time on. Private manufacturers who were al- 
lotted contracts, almost without exception, are ahead of 
their program, two of them having begun deliveries more 
than a month ahead of schedule. Meantime the produc- 
tion of the Springfield rifle at Springfield, Mass., and at 
Rock Island, IL, is rapidly approaching a daily average 
of 1,500. 
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Destruction of signal equipment in a modern war 
is strikingly shown by estimates received from the 
Signal Officer on General Pershing’s staff. He has 
recommended that provision be made for $1,000,000 
worth of wire alone for each month of active service. 
Estimated loss of telephones per week is from 1,500 to 
2,000. The Signal Corps when reorganized will have 
practically double what may be called the “initial signal 
equipment” and will then attempt to provide for the 
huge maintenance supplies as shown to be necessary by 
the above examples, 
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MORE NEWS OF THE SERVICES. 
That more news and stories of life in the Services on 


active duty be published under the direction of the War 
and Navy Departments both for the encouragement of re- 
cruiting and for the heartening of the people at home was 


first advocated by the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL in our 
issue of May 5 in an editorial on “Advertising the Ser- 
vices.” For a time there was a response to the idea 
we presented in a few admirable stories of life aboard 
the Fleet and from press correspondents abroad about 
the first adventures of the American Expeditionary 
Forces. Then came the series of boulversements over the 
submarine attacks on our convoys and the effect on the 
interest of the public in the Navy was markedly bad in 
that these unsubstantial tales created an effect of in- 
efficiency which actually does not exist. Coincident with 
this came a chain of perfectly foolish stories from the 
press correspondents in France concerning the Expedi- 
tionary Forces and their training that completely nega- 
tived the good impression created by the first accounts. 

That it was time to take this situation in hand again 
the Navy Department has realized and Admiral Benson 
has begun to issue to the press formal, and most interest- 
ing and heartening, statements as to the work of the 
Navy which appear likely to become a permanent feature 
of the Navy’s publicity activities much in the manner of 
General Maurice’s weekly statements of the work of the 
British armies. In fact Admiral Benson, in the second 
statement of this kind he has made (on Sept. 22), in- 
dicated the Navy Department’s purpose to make known 
more of its accomplishments hereafter than in the past. 
Happily enough at the same time the correspondents 
abroad either have been given more liberality by the cen- 
sor or have been affected by the spirit and conduct of our 
troops for the better,.and instead of cabling stories that 
were not only foolish and ill-informed in a military 
sense and could bring little satisfaction to the people at 
home are now sending worth while accounts from France, 
Secretary Baker, on Sept. 26, issued a resume of “military 
activities in Europe for the week ending Sept. 22” that ap- 
pears to be the first of a regular issue of such statements. 
We learn through a dispatch in the New York World, 
from its Washington correspondent, that a still further 
attempt is to be made to inform the people of the United 
States, along the line we suggested in May, as to the 
doings of the Navy. The dispatch reads: “Vice Admiral 
Sims, in command cf the American flotilla abroad, has 
been instructed by the Navy Department to discuss with 
the British Admiralty the publicity methods now being 
pursued, in the hope of evolving some system whereby 
the people of this country may be kept more thoroughly 
informed about the activities of their naval forces.” 

The Army and Navy of the United States is going 
through an experience now that is more thrilling and 
splendid than anything enjoyed in its long history. Ameri- 
can journalism has not presented these features of it, 
but, as a rule, has sought for “human interest” or humor- 
ous stories in the making of our greater and finer Armies 
and greater and finer fleets. Since the Navy Depart- 
ment has now sought to effect a change in its publicity 
system, the advantages of which are obvious, it would 
be an excellent thing for the War Department to follow 
in its lead and have Army life both at home and abroad 
pictured at its finest for the crushing of doubters, the 
inspiriting of the sympathetic, and the heartening of those 
who have to stay at home with anxieties and fears as 
their chief companions in life. No military secrets can 
be revealed by such stories. But one great end can be 
accomplished by them, the improvement in the morale of 
the people which has been lowered or, at least, shaken 
by clumsy handling of “war news.”

GENERAL BLISS CHIEF OF STAFF. 


The Secretary of War announced formally on Sept. 
21 that his selection of Major Gen. Tasker H. Bliss 
as Chief of Staff to succeed Major Gen. Hugh L. Scott, 
when the latter retired for age on the following day, 
had been approved by the President. As stated in our 
issue of Sept. 22, General Scott was at once ordered back 
to active duty. No ‘ntimation of who will succeed Gen- 
eral Bliss when that officer arrives at the age for retire 
ment on Dec. 31, 1917, has been made by Secretary 
Baker’s office. A new Assistant Chief of Staff to take 
the place left vacant by Gencral Bliss will be designated 
shortly.. On the hivlest authority it can be stated that 
Brig. Gen. Joseph BE. Kuhn is not slated for this post. 
The officer selected, it is reported, will be the successor 
of General Bliss in December. General Kuhn is now ia 
command of th 79th Division. 

The only hint as to the specific duty to which General 
Scott would be detailed was to the effect that it “de 
pended largely upon the health of another general offi- 
cer.” Major Gen. Francis H. French, N.A., command 
ing the 8lst Division at Camp Jackson, Columbig 
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s.c., recently has been pct ti a two months’ leave 
for disability. What ever General Scott’s ultimate as- 
signment it is believed that he will have an opportunity 
to visit the Western front, and may proceed to France 

in the near future as observer-general of the U.S. Army. 
Bacers in Washington liken General Scott’s future work 
to that of Marshal Joffre, of France, who is general 
adviser to the command of the French army. 

The records of service of Generals. Bliss and Scott 
are noted on page 156.

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ARMY PROMOTION NOTES. 
RESULTS OF NATIONAL ARMY APPOINTMENTS. 

Apparently the full effect of the transfer of so many 
officers of the Regular Army to higher grades in the Na- 
tional Army has not been appreciated by the officers 
who were passed over when these appointments were 
determined. The fact that each such appointment leaves 
a temporary vacancy in the Regular lists which must and 
will be filled by temporary promotion of those not ap- 
pointed to the National Army, seems to have escaped 
the notice of many officers. These temporary promotions 
are being held up somewhat by the fact that certain of 
the officers appointed to the National Army have not 
gent the required acceptances to the Department. 

In the case of colonels of Infantry, for example, tempo- 
rary promoticns made necessary by the appointment of 
a number of Regular officers to the National Army were 
ordered as soon as all acceptances were in. In this case 
the officers involved included those from Robert Alex- 
ander through Edward Sigerfoos. This case has been 
mentioned simply to illustrate the situation. In a num- 
ber of branches, officers appointed to the National Army 
have not notified the Department of their acceptance, 
causing a delcy in the rearrangement of the lineal lists. 
Such delay, of course, causes a certain financial Joss to 
those officers who eventually will receive temporary pro- 
motion and is a decided hardship for them.

Recent changes in the permanent lineal lists of the 
Regular Army, as a result of the expansion of the Army 
to full strength and entirely independent of the appoint- 
ments to the National Army, have been so frequent and 
comprehensive that it may be doubted if one officer in 
five knows just how he stands in his arm.

PROMOTION OF PROVISIONAL LIEUTENANTS. 

In response to the inquiries of a number of provisional 
officers of the Army, we are authorized to state that the 
examination for promotion to the rank of captain of 
provisional first lieutenants in every arm of the Service 
has been ordered and promotions will be made as soon as 
the results of the examinations are known. About 180 
provisional first lieutenants of Infantry, more than 100 
of Field Artillery and a lesser number in Cavalry and 
Coast Artillery are to be examined. This will mark the 
first promotion of provisional officers of the Army to a 
higher rank than first lieutenant.

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CONSTRUCTION OF OVERSEAS BASE. 

_ Necessary construction in connection with the estab- 
lishment of a primary base abroad will be confined for 
the time being to buildings of the “portable” type 
shipped from this country. Intermediate bases between 
the port of disembarkation in France and the sector 
of front assigned to the American troops will be es- 
tablished under the supervision of the Corps of En- 
sineers, the actual work being done largely by the Ser- 
vice and Labor battalions now being formed, and by 
the woodsmen and carpenters connected with other 
Special units. 

In addition to the barracks, kitchens, officers’ quar- 
ters, storehouses and other buildings found at a per- 
Manent Army camp, there must be very extensive re- 
Pair shops for artillery, for airplanes, for uniform equip- 
ment, and for the railway material used in the basic 

es of communication. Up to date the only contract 
let in connection with the overseas base of the Amer- 
ican forces has been for the construction of the addi- 
tional wharves and docks upon the harbor allotted by 
the French government for the use of our expeditionary 
forces, 

Tn this connection it is learned that the Chief of Ord- 
Bance, explaining the increased estimates of his bureau 





te the Committee on Appropriations of the Senate, laid 


particular stress upon the necessity for providing “proper 
places for storage, issue, and repair of ordnance and 
ordnance stores” in Europe. He said: “There will be 
necessary behind our Army in France a large arsenal 
of the class we call, in this country, arsenals of stor- 
age, repair and issue, as distinguished from manufactur- 
ing arsenals. This arsenal may be divided up into sev- 
eral places. Whether or not it is in one place, facili- 
ties will have to be provided for storehouses, railroad 
tracks, repair shops, machinery, etc.” In reply to a 
question as to whether this provision was absolutely 
and “emergently necessary,” General Crozier said that 
we could not carry on the war without it. The Allies 
have nothing of this sort to spare for the use of the 
American forces, he added.

WAR PRISONER NEGOTIATIONS. 


It is announced in Washington that the State De- 
partment has nearly completed the draft of its pro- 
posal to. the German government, to be transmitted 
through the Spanish Foreign Office, regarding the treat- 
ment of ,American prisoners of war in Germany and 
German prisoners of war in the United States. The 
proposal ;will be based upon existing agreements ~ be- 
tween Germany and the Allied Powers chiefly, and also 
upon the observations of American representatives in 
Germany while the. United States was still neutral. The 
proposed agreement will provide for the pay of prison- 
ers of war, correspondence between them and their home 
countries and the sending of food and of money to them. 

We do not wish to be unduly pessimistic as to mat- 
ters of this kind but one may well wonder what use 
there is in making agreements with Germany since she 
will keep none? A case in point is the recent ex- 
perience of Great Britain with her enemy concerning 
the repatriation of prisoners as described in a recent 
issue of the Army and Navy Gazette of London. It 
appears that Lord Newton went to The Hague to meet 
German officers with the object of coming to an ar- 
rangement for the repatriation of prisoners who have 
been interned for more than eighteen months, and for 
ameliorating the lot of those who would then be left 
in German hands. The arrangement was duly made, 
and a chorus of approval went up from the pacifists, 
whose panacea for every ill is “to talk it over.” . . 

3ut, the Gazette continues, the enemy, true to himself, 
has torn up the new “scrap” of Hague paper precisely 
as he has torn up every other. The hitch arose over 
the port at which the prisoners were to embark and 
disembark. The British government said Hull, but if 
the German government agreed to that down would fall 
the illusion, which is so real to the German public, 
that U-boats have closed the trade.routes in the North 
Sea. Therefore the German government says South- 
wold, in Suffolk, which is not a port at all. 
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The matter of a Committee on the Conduct of the War 
keeps bobbing up in Congress in one form and title or 
another. It is seldom the subject is so sanely treated as 
by Congressman Fitzgerald, chairman of the Committee 
on Appropriations, in a speech he made on Sept. 15 in 
the course of discussion on the matter of rifle contracts. 
In answering an attack made by Mr. Sisson, of Miss- 
issippi on the contracts made with the three largest small- 
arms manufacturers in the United States, described in our 
issue of Sept. 15, page 91, Mr. Fitzgerald said that the 
contract allowed for depreciation, and that no commer- 
cial contract in private business would safeguard the 
manufacturer against all loss, and guarantee him a profit, 
no matter what the cost. Then he added: “This demon- 
strates very clearly that the so-called Committee on War 
Expenditures would be useless unless given the power to 
control the executive action, the power to say what con- 
tracts should be made. I have never in all my experience 
in Congress seen anything to make me feel that members 
of Congress could do any better at executive work than 
those chosen from outside of Congress. I may not like 
this contract, but it is called proper by representatives 
of the business world. A committee sitting around as an 
overseer merely delays action. If a committee of Con- 
gress had to see every contract made, then we would 
never even get started on this war. Congress can audit 
the accounts after the expenditures, and then we have our 
remedy, but Congress cannot undertake the executive 
functions of the Government. You might better abolish 
the executive than tie it up with a committee like that.” 


>> 
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The Senate on Sept. 25 passed S. 2883, to amend the 
Army Act of March 2, 1899, so that a part of. the pay- 
ment to officers and men in the Army serving abroad may 
be left at home with their families through regular ap- 
portionment. As amended and passed the bill provides 
that Sec. 16 of the Act of March 2, 1899, be amended to 
read: “The Secretary of War is hereby authorized to 
permit, under such regulations as he may prescribe, any 
officer or enlisted man on the active list of the Army, 
any retired officer or enlisted man of the Army on active 
duty, and any permanent civilian employee under the 
jurisdiction of the War Department on duty outside the 
continental limits of the United States, to make allot- 
meénts of his pay for the support of his wife, children, or 
dependent relatives, or for such other purposes as the 
Secretary of War may deem proper. All allotments of 
pay of officers, enlisted men, and civilian employees that 
have been or shall be paid to designated allottees previ- 
ous to the receipt by disbursing officer of notice of dis- 
continuance of the same from the officer required by 
regulations to furnish such notice shall pass to the credit 


of the disbursing officer who has made or shall make such 
payments, and if erroneous payment is made because of 
the failure of an officer to report, in the manner pre- 
scribed ‘by the Secretary of War, the death ‘of the grantor, 
or any fact which renders the allotment not payable, 
then the amount of such erroneous payment shall be col- 
lected by the Quartermaster General from the officer who 
fails to make such report, if such collection is practicable. 
Nothing herein shall be construed to invalidate allot- 
ments now in force.”

Requests for information as to the possibility of an 
applicant for admission to the second series, Reserve 
Officers’ Training Camps, being appointed as an alter- 
nate for those who are “weeded out” from this time on, 
continue to ‘come to’ this ‘office and, we are informed, 
are received in large numbers at the War Department. 
It is stated. officially that no alternate admissions to 
the camps have been or will be authorized after Sept. 
10, though in special cases where vacancies exist in 
a state’s quota, they may be filled from that state. In 
this connection The Adjutant General has submitted the 
following memorandum to Secretary Baker: ‘Refer- 
ring to your memorandum relative to admitting the re- 
maining seventy ‘alternates for Plattsburg Training 
Camp as a body: (1) This could not be done in fair- 
ness at Plattsburg alone and the conditions in the other 
eight camps are not necessarily the same: (2) The 
capacity of the camps ,and the instructor personnel 
have been calculated in accordance with published in- 
structions, and it would upset the schedule to admit 
alternates at this time. If there are vacancies they 
will be filled under existing instructions as follows: On 
Sept. 5 telegraphic orders were sent all commanding 
officers of training camps that Sept. 10 would be the 
last date on which alternates would be admitted. Va- 
cancies occurring after that date will not be filled. I 
recommend strict adherence to this program”

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Plans have been completed for the establishment in the 
War Department of a “statistical division” which have 
the task of keeping track of each and every soldier con- 
nected with the Army. The Department has abandoned 
the idea that this shall be accomplished through the use 
of the British system which gives each man an individual 
number. Instead it has adopted the plan of keeping a 
most elaborate card-index system. Every man, whether 
officer or private and whether on duty at home or abroad, 
will be indexed by name: Records will be filed in alpha- 
betical order for instant reference should the name appear 
in casualty lists or Army orders. With the soldier's 
card will be filed complete personal data, including. the 
next of kin. The identification system now in use in the 
Regular Army will be extended, however, each soldier 
being required to wear about his neck a cord suspending 
a small aluminum tag bearing his name and company. 
The Statistical Division. will employ several hundred 
clerks here and abroad. Its record will include not only 
the fighting forces but engineers, war correspondents, 
civilians, medical attachés and all others connected with 
the military operations. Major W. J. Jones, of The 
Adjutant General's Department, will be in charge.

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The letter written by*Professor William T. Hornaday, 
which appears on page 148 of this issue, concerning war 
honors, gives an outline of a_ bill that would cover the 
situation more completely than the one now before Con- 
gress. Professor Hornaday points out that the present 
bill has the grave defect of not including officers and men 
of the Navy and he also considers that it should include 
Red Cross men and civilians “who do great things for 
the nation.” Chairman Dent. of the House Military Af- 
fairs Committee, announced in Washington on Sept. 26 
that he had received a letter from Secretary Daniels sug- 
gesting that provision be made in the War Medal bill for 
the Navy. From expressions of opinion heard in the 
House it is apparent that the members are of a mind 
to broaden the scope of the bill along the lines suggested 
by Professor Hornaday. 4

Major Gen. William C. Gorgas, Surgeon General, U.S. 
A., has organized a division in his office for safe- 
guarding the food supply of the Army. This work car- 
ried on in co-operation with the Quartermaster Corps, 
will include food survey of each camp conducted by spe- 
cialists in nutrition, together with inspection of food 
received for soldiers’ rations and study of methods of 
preparation. The idea is to carry the work further than 
prevention of sickness through improper food; it is to 
recommend changes to provide more healthful and appe- 
tizing meals. Some fifty or sixty commissioned officers 
will be engaged in the work of making food surveys at 
the camps, with about twice their number of enlisted 
men to assist in the work, which is under the direction 
of Major John R. Murlin, formerly of Cornell University 
Medical College.

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According to unofficial report from Washington the 
Secretary of War is expected to announce within a few 
days that there will be a third series of officers’ training 
camps, opening late in November. Approximately 22,000 
men will enter the camps, it is stated. Almost all of the 
men will be from the Regular Army, the National 
Guard and the National Army. The only civilians 
will be men who have had previous military experience. 
The camps will be located within or near the present Na- 
tional Guard camps or National Army cantonments. The 
men who will attend the camps will be those aspiring 
to commissions as first lieutenant or second lieutenant, 
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URGENT DEFICIENCY APPROPRIATIONS. 

The Urgent Deficiency bill, H.R. 5949, appropriating 
$5,606,906,827, and authorizing an additional $2,385,- 
458,398, passed the Senate on Sept. 25 without a roll 
call. It now goes to conference. With the understanding 
that it would be perfected and reinserted in conference, 
the Senate struck out an appropriation of $1,240,000 for 
civilian training camps. It also rejected amendments of 
Senator Frelinghuysen, of New Jersey, for a $5,000,000 
cantonment road in New Jersey and of Senator Fletcher 
for $350,000 for Key West Navy Station improvements.

Committee amendments to the bill as agreed to in the 
Senate on Sept. 25 include the following: 

For acquiring and providing facilities for the ex- 
peditious construction of additional torpedoboat de- 
stroyers, and for each and every purpose connected there- 
with, and toward their construction, to cost in all not 
more than $350,000,000, $225,000,000, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary, to be expended at the direction and 
in the discretion of the President. 

The President is hereby authorized and empowered to 
acquire or provide facilities additional to those now in 
existence for the construction of torpedoboat destroyers, 
their hulls, m:chinery, and appurtenances, including the 
immediate taking over for the United States of the pos- 
session of and title to land its appurtenances and im- 
provements, which he may find necessary in this con- 
nection. 

That if said lands and appurtenances and improve- 
ments shall be taken over as aforesaid, the United States 
shall make just compensation therefor, to be determined 
by the President, and if the amount thereof, so deter- 
mined by the President, is unsatisfactory to the person 
entitled to receive the same, such person shall be paid 
75 per cent. of the amount so determined by the Presi- 
dent and shall be entitled to sue the United States to 
recover such further sum as added to said 75 per cent 
will make up such amount as will be just compensation 
therefor, in the manner provided for by Sec. 24, Par 20.

OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL, 
Post Office carriers who become members of the Na- 
tional Guard organization by such action waive the 
exemption from military service given them under Sec- 
tion 59 of the National Defense Act. This section reads 
in part: “Persons employed by the United States in 
the transmission of mail shall be exempt from military 
duty without regard to age.” In the opinion of the 
Judge Advocate General carriers who enlist in the Na- 
tional Guard can no longer claim this exemption. 
Wagoners are not authorized for separate companies 
of Engineers and the duties which would be performed 
by this grade of enlisted men must be performed, in 
separate companies, by men detailed for such duties 
or by wagoners detailed from other organizations. ; 
Relatives of officers and enlisted men in the Aviation 





Section, Signal Reserve Corps, are entitled to the same 
benefit accorded relatives of officers and men of the 
Regular Army under the Act of July 18, 1914. Thus 
if an enlisted man, S.R.C. is killed as a result of an 
aviation accident—the man_ being on active duty in 
the service of the United States, of course—his rela- 
tives are entitled to one full year’s pay. 

The law forbidding the purchase, retention or use 
of spirituous liquors within the limits of a military 
reservation was not inteaded to include the sacramental 
use of wines by Catholic or other clergymen in con- 
formation with the laws of their church. Such could 
not have been the intention of Congress in passing the 
law, the Judge Advocate General holds, and he expresses 
the opinion that such use is not prohibited. 

The Judge Advocate General has recommended that 
a general order be issued amending Par. 192 of the 
Manual of Courts Martial so as to delete the words 
“the Secretary of War through.” A general order has 
been approved carrying out this recommendation. No 
other change is made in the paragraph.

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TO CREATE AN AIRCRAFT BOARD. 

The Senate on Sept. 26 adopted, without a dissenting 
vote, the bill S. 2705, as amended on Sept. 25 by the 
House. The act as it now goes to the President, pro- 
vides that the board shall number not more than nine in 
all, and shall include a civilian chairman, the Chief Sig- 
nal Officer of the Army, and two other officers of the 
Army to be appointed by the Secretary of War; the Chief 
Constructor of the Navy and two other officers of the 
Navy, to be appointed by the Secretary of the Navy; and 
two additional civilian members. The chairman and 
civilian members shall be appointed by the President, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate. The 
board and tenure of office of members thereof shall con- 
tinue during the pleasure of the President, but _not 
longer than six months after the present war, The 
civilian members of the board shall serve without com- 
pensation. 

The board is empowered to supervise and direct, in 
accordance with the requirements prescribed or approved 
by the Departments of War and Navy, respectively, 
the purchase, production, and manufacture of aircraft, 
engines, and all ordnance and instruments used in con- 
nection therewith, and accessories and materials there- 
for, including the purchase, lease, acquisition, or con- 
struction of plants for the manufacture of aircraft, 
engines, and accessories, provided that the board may 
make recommendations as to contracts and their distribu- 
tion in connection with the foregoing, but every contract 
shall be made by the already constituted authorities of 
the respective departments. 

The Aircraft Board is also empowered to employ 
clerks, technical experts and advisers and other neces- 
sary employees and to fix their salaries,. to conform 
to those usually paid by the Government for similar ser- 
vice: Provided, That by unanimous approval of the board 
higher compensation may be paid to technical experts 
and advisers. For rent of offices, purchase of office 
equipment and supplies, including scientific publications 
and printing, and administrative and contingent ex- 
penses, and for all authorized expenses $100,000 is set 
aside from Signal Corps appropriations. 

Except upon joint and concurrent approval of the 
Secretary of War and the Secretary of the Navy, there 
shall not be established or maintained under the board 
any office or organization duplicating or replacing, in 
whole or in part, any office or organization now exist- 
ing that can be properly established-or maintained by 
appropriations made for, or available for, the military 
or naval services. 
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THE SERVICE CIVIL RIGHTS BILL. 


The Senate Judiciary Committee held a hearing on 
Sept. 22 on the bill (S. 2859; H.R. 6110) “to extend 
protection to the civil rights of members of the Military 
and Naval Establishments of the United States en- 
gaged in the present war.” Secretary Baker argued for 
the approval of the measure as a means of protecting 
the property rights of enlisted men. He pointed out 
that men fighting in France, who were paying on mort- 
gages on homes or furniture, might be subjected to fore- 
closure at the whim of the mortgagee unless legislation 
were passed to protect them. Senator Reed opposed a 
provision of the bill that a creditor of sailors or sol- 
diers could not institute court proceedings for collec- 
tion of accounts until ninety days after return of the 
men from foreign service. “That -simply means,” said 
Senator Reed, “that a soldier or sailor seeking credit 
now won't be able to get it. The merchant will know 
he cannot collect until the war is over, and so he will 
refuse the credit.” 

Secretary Baker maintained that enlisted men were 
entitled to all the protection that the Government could 
give them. He pointed out that, under the bill, the 
Government might deduct a part of an enlisted man’s 
pay for default in rent. The owner, he said, was amply 
protected, and the enlisted man ought to have the same 
consideration shown him. “The enlisted men will go 
into the fight in France in a better frame of mind if 
they don’t have to worry about their affairs at home,” 
Secretary Baker continued. “They will be relieved of 
anxieties over their families, knowing they will be se- 
cure from legal prosecution while the men are away. 
A man ean fight with a better heart if he knows his 
family is not to be dispossessed or embarrassed by we 
presence of creditors. The creditor won’t lose his stand- 
ing in court. He simply has to wait until the war is 
over before he can close down on his debtor.” 

Senator Reed insisted that, as drawn, the measure 
was unconstitutional, and that changes would have to 
be made before the bill could be passed. Opposition 
to the bill was also voiced by Senator Brandegee of 
Connecticut, who also expressed the opinion that the 
bill was unconstitutional. With Senator Reed he ob- 
jected to the section of the bill compelling life insur- 
ance companies to carry the policies of enlisted men 
after they go to France, if they default in the payment 
of premiums, arguing that it was likely to impose a 
severe strain upon the companies, which, they said, 
would have a difficult burden to carry in any event. 
Senator Brandegee suggested that representatives of 
life insurance companies attending the hearing confer 
with Government officials who are backing the measure 
and work out a scheme by which the Government pay 
lapsed premiums when enlisted men are unable to do it. 
This was accepted by Senator Reed as a logical dispo- 
sition of the matter. The Judiciary Committee will ap- 
prove the measure if a workable scheme is evolved by 
the conferees. At a conference of War Department and 
insurance officials held on Sept. 24 a new insurance 





It provides a Government guar 
antee for one year against lapse or forfeiture of ingyp. 
ance policies. It was submitted to the House ang 
Senate Judiciary sub-committees. 

The ArmMy AND Navy JougNAL pointed out in ity 
issue of July 28, page 1581, the need of such a law ag 
this and set forth what has been done to protect the 
soldiers and sailors of England, France and Germany 
by the respective governments of those countries sings 
the war began. The measure now before Congress bearg 
a general resemblance to the laws of the above-mep. 
tioned countries in that “the discretion of the court” 
enters largely into the conduct of all the cases. Duyp. 
ing our Civil War statutes were enacted by several 
states providing for a’suspension of legal proceedings, 

The bill was virtually completed by the House Jndj- 
ciary Committee on Sept. 27, and was re-introduced as 
a committee bill on the following day by Chairmay 
Webb. As agreed upon the measure provides for Fed- 
eral guarantee against loss by insurance companies 
through failure of men with the colors to pay premiums 
on policies. While doubt has been raised in the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, which also is considering the bill, 
as to the measure’s constitutionality, Chairman Web) 
and House committeemen contend that it is constitu 
tional and should be pressed for pasasge at this session, 
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A bill that would give deserved promotion to our eff- 
cient Provost Marshal General, Brig. Gen. Enoch H, 
Crowder, Judge Advocate General, is 8S. 2901, introduced 
by Mr. Brandegee on Sept. 22, providing “That the 
Judge Advocate General of the Army shall have the 
rank, pay, and allowances of a major general during the 
active service of the present incumbent, with the right 
to retirement in that grade and with rank in that grade 


from Aug. 5, 1917. 

The Secretary of War submits an estimate of ap 
propriation of $1,429,500 for employment of an addi- 
tional force of 1,500 clerks and other employees in the 
Ordnance Department on account of the great expan- 
sion of that department incident to the wérk devolving 
upon it in consequence of the existing emergency. 

Secretary Daniels and his aids explained the Navy's 
great destroyer construction program on Sept. 20 to the 
Senate Appropriations Committee considering the $7, 
000,000,000 War Deficiency. Appropriation bill. In- 
mediate appropriation cf $225,000,000 toward a $350, 
000,000 program is provided in the bill. 

The bill to permit foreign ships to engage in American 
coastwise trade as a war measure was favorably reported 
Sept. 24 by the House Merchant Marine Committee with 
restrictions to protect the home industry and exclude 
Alaska from its provisions.

H.R. 6175, Mr. Alexander.—Giving the United States Ship 
ping Board power to suspend present provisions of law and per 
mit vessels of foreign registry and foreign-built vessels atimitted 
to American registry under the Act of Aug, 18, 1914, to en 
gage in the coastwise trade during the present war and for s 
period of 120 days thereafter, except the coastwise trade with 
Alaska. 

H.R. 6177, Mr. Vestal—To amend Act of June 3, 1916, by 
adding at end of Sec. 5 the following: “Provided further, That 
every commissioned officer of the military forces of the U.S. de 
tailed on active duty, with or without troops, who has a wife, 
child or children, or other relative, wholly dependent upon him 
and designated as his beneficiary under his proviso, shall be 
furnished at the place where such officér maintains such de 
pendent the number of rooms now prescribed by the Act of 
March 2, 1907 (34th Statutes, page 1168), or be paid commuta 
tion therefor at the rate therein provided, and in addition 
thereto the heat and light allowances now authorized by law.”

H.R. 6307, Mr. Walsh.—To authorize the drafting of aliens 
domiciled or resident in the United States by the countries of 
which they may be citizens or subjects or by the United States. 

H.R. 6309, Mr. Mansfield.—To amend Act of May 18, 1917, 
At end of Sec. 4 insert: “Provided, That every person selected 
for service under this law who has claimed an exemption and 
whose claim iias been acted upon by the district board pro 
vided for herein shall have the right of appeal to the President 
from the action of said board, and this right of appeal to the 
President shall apply to those who have heretofore been selected 
under said act as well as to those who may hereafter be & 
lected.”

THE HOWITZER, 1917-1918. 

The annual year book of the Cadet Corps of the 
U.S. Military Academy is a “double number” this yeat 
since the early graduation of the class of 1918 made it 
necessary for the editors of the publication to add the 
history of '18 to that of ’17. Although an apology is 
offered for possible evidences of haste in preparation n0 
signs of that appear in this handsome volume which, a 
befitting wartime, bears no gilt or other trappings on its 
modest brown cloth cover simply ornamented with 4 
stamped block showing the doorway of one of the Acad- 
emy buildings. ‘The volume is dedicated to Capt. Her- 
man J. Koehler, U.S.A., “in grateful appreciation of 
his many years of untiring effort for the welfare of the 
corps” and contains a photograph of the Master of the 
Sword on the page opposite the dedication. 

The opening pages of the book are devoted to re 
productions of photographs of the military and teaching 
staffs, each department being introduced by a symboli 
drawing in the manner of the old wood cuts. Follows 
the “1917 Class History” and 139 pages each devoted t 
a photograph and sketch of as many members of the 
class, ending with a memorial page to William Jo 
Carter, jr., of ’17, and Joseph Edward Cusack, jr.,

Cassidy Francis, '20; opposite which is a, 
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photograph of Cadet Carter who died Sept. 8, 1916. 
John James McEwan, captain of the football team, re- 
ceives a glowing appreciation in the sketch beneath his 
photograph, in the course of which it is remarked: “If 
you've ever seen a football game where the Army team 
was being thrown back, fighting desperately every step, 
put unable to stem the tide, then appear 200 pounds of 
man with a dirty yellow headguard go dashing out 
across the field; seen the corps stand and burst out yell- 
jing like mad—then you know why it is that our Mac is 
first in the hearts of his classmates.” eet 

The 1918 Class History follows with a facsimile of the 
Jetter written by Col. John Biddle, commandant of the 
Military Academy, conveying to the members of 718 the 
momentous news that they were to be graduated on 
Aug. 30. Individual portraits and sketches of the class 
of 18 fill the next 152 pages. There are class histories 
of 1919 and 1920; the corps organization gets a page to 
itself with a view of dress parade opposite, and each 
one of the companies has its roster of officers to a page. 
The last section of the volume is devoted to athletics be- 
ginning with football (and a spirited description of the 
Army-Navy game); and running through baseball and 
all the other sports, pictures of each team accompanying 
the text. The annual play, “The Devil to Pay,” is al- 
lowed five peges of text and pictures, and the last two 
pages are devoted to a reproduction of the letter written 
by General Joffre to Colonel Biddle, after the French 
Marshal had visited West Point, and to two photographs 
commemorating that interesting day. One of the fea- 
tures of the illustrations is a group of water color draw- 
ings by “Miller, ’19,” that are admirably reproduced, as 
are all the photographs which are selected with the 
ysual high ta.te «f the art editors of this publication.

‘They are William Collins; Jeseph Col- 
lins and Peter Collins, sons of Mr. Peter Collins, of 
Mount Vernon, N.Y. All three are hardy boys and are 
imbued with the spirit that makes the real soldier. A 
fourth brother, Steve Collins, was anxious to enlist as a 
drummer, but being only fourteen years of age, the 
law would not permit. He declares, however, that if 
the war lasts until he reaches th» legal age of enlist- 
ment, “he will be there.” Company D is under com- 
mand of Capt. Clinton E. Fisk, son of Col. Willard 
C. Fisk, and is among the best units in the brigade. It 
has quite a number of Mount Vernon boys in its ranks. 

The names of five men in the 165th N.Y.N.G. (for- 
merly the 69th) were listed as deserters on Sept. 24. 
All come from New York city and have been absent 
from their commands fer more than ten days. New 
York city police have been notified to apprehend them.

Private Edward Scanlon, 12th Inf., N.¥.N.G., a res- 
ident of New York city, died in the camp field hospital 
at Spartanburg, S.C., Sept. 25 after an illness of sey- 
eral days. He was thirty-two years old and is survived 
by his parents. 

It was announced at Camp Upton on Sept. 22 that 
the method employed by Capt. Francis W. Perry, per- 
sonnel officer at the cantonment, of assigning selected 
men to units within the division, has been chosen as 
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the model to be followed by all other camps, and that 
President Wilson has directed The Adjutant Cneral to 
write Captain Perry a letter of commendation. 

Six theusand Massachusetts men for the National 
Army, coming from practically every city and town in 
the Bay State outside of Boston, according to the Bos- 
ton Globe, have arrived at Camp Devens, Ayer, Mass.

The group was seen 
near division headquarters and at other places in camp 
during the morning, but at noon, when they had not 
reached the enrolling booths, Cavalrymen wer: sent to 
make a search for them.

ARMY ITEMS. 


Confirmation of Gol. Carl Reichmann U.S.A., to be 
a brigadier general of the National Army, was recom- 
mended on Sept. 26 by the Senate Milttary Affairs Com- 
mittee, by a vote of 8 to 2. The committee voted on the 
nomination after long hearings, in which Colonel Reich- 
mann was accused of having expressed sentiments sym- 
pathetic to Germany. Senators of the committee who 
voted against confirmation were Myers, of Montana, and 
Frelinghuysen, of New Jersey. 

The board of inquiry appointed to investigate the out- 
break of rioting among the enlisted men of the 24th In- 
fantry at Houston, Texas, on Aug. 23 completed its pre- 
liminary examination of the matter on Sept. 27 at Fort 
Bliss. After the record is completed it will be delivered 
to Col. John A. Hull, U.S.A., judge advocate of the 
court-martial. One hundred citizens of Houston, a bat- 
talion of negro troops from Columbus N.M., and a num- 
ber of Army officers will be called as witnesses in the 
court-martial of the negro soldiers. The court will begin 
its sittings early in October. 

The total number of enlistments in the Regular Army 
from April 1 to Sept. 26, inclusive is 217,228. This gives 
an excess of 33,330 recruits over the war strength of 
300,000 men. 

American Base Hospital No. 4, under command of Col. 
H. L. Gilchrist, Med. Corps, U.S.A., on duty “some- 
where in France,” and known as the Lakeside Hospital, 
has a model camp. It is situated on a plateau nearly as 
high as the surrounding hills. The patients are guarded 
from mosquitoes and flies by screening uttached to the 
separate beds. The bandages are sent to a huge baking 
oven where germs are man-handled by a fusillade of 
steam. This work is under Private Gerlach, who is as- 
sisted by a squad of wounded British too weak to join 
their troops. A correspondent who visited the American 
camps recently wrote in the Daily Mail, London, Eng- 
land: “Everyone who has visited an American camp on 
French soil has been surprised not only with the drilling 
of the troops but the cleanliness of the camps. The work 
they have accomplished in a few short weeks is nothing 
short of marvelous.” 

The 55th Aerial Squadron, U.S.A., from San Antonio, 
Texas, 1,260 strong, arrived on Sept. 21 at the aviation 
held at Mineola. 

A general depot of the Q.M.C. has been ordered estab- 
lished at Philadelphia, Pa., with Lieut. Col. Albert C. 
Dalton, Q.M.C., in charge. 

The establishment of a Q.M.C. training and mobiliza- 
tion camp at Long Branch, N.J., has been ordered with 
Capt. James E. Ware as Q.M. 

Major Maxwell Kirby, Signal Corps, U.S.A., has been 
assigned to command the Signal Corps Aviation School, 
Ranivoul, Ill. 

A special fracture hospital is to be organized and Capt. 
Jobn B. Walker, Med. Res. Corps, has been appointed 
its surgeon-in-chief. He is now in Washington, D.C., in 
this connection. 

Sergt. Alfred Bonhaupt, 6th U.S. Inf., who served 
with General Pershing in Mexico, has been discharged 
from the Army, it was learned on Sept. 20, and interned 
at the German prison camp at Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., as 
an enemy alien. sonhaupt’s dismissal from the Army 
followed the intercepting of a letter which he wrote his 
sister in Germany, in which he expressed regret that the 
United States had entered the war against Germany and 
the hope that he would not have to fight against his 
native land. 





COURT-MARTIAL OF CADETS. 


Twelve cadets at the U.S. Military Academy are under 
charges for hazing and all will be brought to trial by G. 
C.M. Cadet Wilson G. Saville, of the Third Class, has 
already been before a court-martial, the first of a group of 
seven charged with hazing Worth BD. Shoults, of Mary- 
land, and Joseph A. Cranston, jr., of Kansas, until they 
collapsed. When his trial is completed, those of the 
other six accused in the case will take place. Then will 
come the trials of five charged with hazing in the 
same manner two other fourth year men. The other 
cadets accused of participating in the hazing of Shoults 
and Cranston are: Stuart M. Bevans, appointed from 
Fort Wright; Clarence A. Rosendahl, John E. Waid- 
lich, Hugh B. Waddell John 8S. Niles and Eugene L. 
Vidal. Jadets included in other hazing charges are 


George W. Lewis, Paul B. Kelly, George V. Keyser, Fred- 
eric De P. Townsend and Howard L. Simeral. 

In the trial of Cadet Saville on September 26 the 
first witness for the prosecution was Cadet Shoults. 
The New York Word quotes him as saying that he had 
been told by Cadet Saville on July 14 that his equip- 
ment was not in proper shape and ordered to re- 
port to a certain tent. Shoults said Cadets Rosendahl, 
Saville and others were in the tent and that he was 
ordered to remove his clothing above the waist and to 
stand on his toes. He said he :tood for about three- 
quarters of an hour on his toes and was ordered up 
on his toes, his head thrust back and his chin held in, 
every time he sank back on his heels. Cranston was 
being put through the same thing and Shoults saw 
him faint, he testified. Finally he, too, fainted and 
when he was revived was half carried, half led back to 
his tent. He said he was also hazcod im the same manner 
on Aug. 5, but for only ten minutes. It took many 
questions by Capt. L. K. Underhill, judge advocate, to 
get the facts from Crandall and Shoults, it is added. 

At the close of the second day of the trial, on Sept. 27, 
Cadet Saville, it is reported, pleaded guilty to a part of 
the eharges not punishable by dismissal. Captain Nichols, 
who acted as his counsel, told the eourt that his client 
admited forcing {hoults and Cranston to assume “can- 
strained positions,” but that this did not mean physica] 
exercise, and was dene without intent to humiliate. At 
the conclusion of Captain Nichols’s statement, the judge 
advocate announced that he would call witnesses in re- 
buttal, in order to prove that Saville did intend to humili- 
ate Cranston and Shoults, and that was the object af 
his treatment of them. Adjournment was then taken 
until Monday afternoon. ‘The other accused cadets 
watched the prosecution of Saville with the keenest in- 
terest, and there is a belief that if he escapes with light 
punishment the others will follow his course in admitting 
that they “disciplined” ‘the plebes, but did not do it with 
intent to humiliate.

The Navy Medical School at \/ashington, D.C., on 
Sept. 25 held informal graduating exercises for a class 
of sixty-one Navy assistant surgeons; although only 
twenty-one of the graduates could attend. Surgeon 
General W. C. Braisted, U.8.N., welcomed the class 
into the Service. Most of the members of this class, 
taken from the Naval Reserve Medical Corps, had al- 
ready had experience in maval work. They were or- 
dered ‘to the medical school on July 23 for two months’ 
intensive training, which they have had, and the course 
was formally closed Sept. 25 although some remained 
for special study. 

Those graduates who could not be present either were 
already on active duty or away to take post graduate 
work elsewhere. Some have gone to New York city 
for a course at the Rockefeller Institute; some to take 
up the study of problems* appertaining to aviation; 
some to the laboratory of the Washington Medical 
School for training in technique for the detection of 
germs and germ-carriers of infectious diseases; and 
others are on duties of confidential nature.

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THE NATIONAL NAVAL VOLUNTEERS. 
Chicago, Ill., Sept. 13, 1917. 

Little has been heard since the outbreak of the war 
of that perfectly organized and highly trained unit of 
the sea force of the United States known as the Na- 
tional Naval Volunteers. Nevertheless, on nearly every 
ship of the fleet and in most of the naval trainirg sta- 
tions will be found men of the N.N.V. The declaration 
of the war found the N.N.V.’s ready for the President’s 
call, and ‘they did not have long to wait. They had 
been prepared. For years they awaited the opportunity 
to demonstrate their efficiency. 

As an instance of the high regard in which the Na- 
tional Naval Volunteers were held by the Navy Depart- 
ment it may not be amiss to cite the case of the TIli- 
nois militia. When war was declared this organization 
had a force of more than 600 officers and men. A ma- 
jority had been in service for years. Forty-eight hours 
after the declaration the Illinois men were ordered to 
sea. Under the able command of Capt. A. Evers 
the force was immediately mobilized and within the 
prescribed time they were on their way to the coast. 
To-day, scattered as they are throughout the fleet, their 
presence is made known through their ability, all of 
which is redounding to the credit of the original organ- 
ization. , 

Left with eleven enlisted men, no training grounds, 
fewer ships, but with a firm determination to rebuild 
the organization, Captain Evers made plans. And out 
of those plans arose a model, if miniature, camp on the 
lake front of Chicago. The camp site, known as Grant 
Park, is the choicest ground in all Chicago. It is the 
front door and the show place to the loop district. 
The land is valued at several millions of dollars. Here 
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tents were pitched, sewerage systems laid out with ap 
eye to the sanitary effect, mess halls, drill grounds ang 
all the facilities necessary to maintaining a moderg 
naval training station arose over night. All this wags 
accomplished without any outside aid. 

Gunboats, the pride of the Navy fifty or more years 
ago, were detailed as training ships for the camp. Every 
week several hundred enlisted men are taken on these 
boats for training. Im less than three months the Illj- 
nois branch of the National Naval Volunteers had ep- 
listed 1,100 men. Throughout the past hot summer 
days they have been engaged under competent instruc. 
tion in intensive drilling. All are burning with the de. 
sire to see action. With a band of fifty student musi- 
cians the men are invited to patriotic demonstrations 
at ball parks and public affairs. They have carried 
off first honors in competitive drills with other military 
bodies. ‘They are the pride of the big city of Chicago, 
Thousands of visitors swarm over to the lake front dur- 
ing the noon hour every day to watch the companies 
marching as one man across the drill ground. It was 
this inspiring spectacle that drew -many of the enlisted 
men into the Service. One of the most remarkable 
records for a military camp has been established by 
this camp of the National Naval Volunteers. No one 
death, or a single case of serious sickness has occurred 
since the foundation of the camp. 

Many wonder how the barriers were let down to al- 
low a military camp to spring up over night on this 
beauty spot. It was through the efforts of Capt. Ha- 
ward A. Evers, commandant of the Illinois branch of 
the N.N.V. Securing this site is only one of the big 
things he has accomplished. Capt. Evers, who had been 
an enthusiastic yachtsman, has been a member of the I]- 
linois Militia since 1897. He is a Spanish-American 
war veteran; following declaration of war against 
Spain he enlisted and was assigned to the U.S.S. In- 
diana, at Key West, Fla. He was in the battle of 
Santiago and is the possessor of a West India Engage- 
ment medal and an Admiral Sampson medal. After 
the war he was mustered out and resumed his duties 
with the Illinois Militia, serving continuously for four- 
teen years and filling every responsible position during 
that time. Finally, in 1911, he was honored by his 
men by being elected captain. His* camp, his men and 
the record he established in mobilizing his entire 
force of 600 men and starting them on their way to 
sea within forty-eight hours after the declaration of 
war, bear mute evidence to his value to the Service. 
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OUR TROOPS ABROAD. 
THE PERSHING EXPEDITION. 





It was reported from the American training camp in 


France on Sept. 27 that the American marines who have 
been with Major Gen. W. L. Sibert’s command have now 
all been withdrawn from it and split up into provost 
guards in dozens of villages and cities of France, some 
of them also going to England. They still hope, however, 
for service in the trenches, for they were among the 
most forward troops in grasping every detail of modern 
warfare. The report was interpreted in Washington as 
meaning that the need for the marines’ services in pro- 
vost guard work, in which they are most proficient, was 
at this time most pressing. 

Railroads carrying troops, munitions and supplies near 
the French battlefields are being run by American engi- 
neers, who are operating trains over a large area which 
is frequently bombed by German air raiders, writes the 
correspondent of the New York World from the American 
Field Headquarters in France on Sept. 21. Already the 
engineers have been attacked by German airmen, who 
rained high explosives down upon a train that was being 
driven through the night by an American crew. Obey- 
ing instructions given them in advance, the Americans 
took shelter under the engine and escaped harm, although 
bombs were bursting less than 100 feet away. 

This engineer regiment, made up of former railroad 
men commanded by a colonel of the Regular Army, 
moved recently from the barracks in which they spent 
their first months in France to villages in the region 
where they will spend the winter. Their headquarters is 
established at a point carefully chosen with a view of 
its proximity to the principal stations on the railread 
they have already begun to operate. This line, one of 
the chief feeders of a French army, is manned by both 
French and American engineers, but as soon as the 
Americans master French methods of operation the regi- 
ment will run the road themselves. They will then 
form one of the engineering units of the French army.

By order of Postmaster General Burleson a western 
military terminal for the assembling of all mail collected 
west of the Mississippi river addressed to the American 
Expeditionary Forces in Europe, has been established at 
Chicago. Heretofore the central distribution point for the 
entire country has been in New York city. By the estab- 
lishment of a western terminal the dispatching of mail 
will be greatly facilitated, all collected west of the 
Mississippi going to Chicago and all east to New York 
city, to be sorted and distributed in sacks addressed to 
each of the various units. 


ARTILLERYMEN IN ENGLAND. 


Several thousand United States Artiller¥men, officered 
largely by West Point graduates, are at an English train- 
ing camp for instruction after several weeks aboard ship 
on the journey overséas, says the Associated Press in a 
dispatch of Sept. 26. British officers who have inspected 
the Americans pronounced them among the finest troops 
ever seen in England. The training at this time con- 
sists of watching other troops handle the heayy artil- 
lery, learning how properly to adjust a gas mask and 
smelling different brands of gases which they expect to 
encounter across the Channel, The camp is described as 
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a bit of the United States in the heart of England, and 
the surrounding hills echo to American ragtime. 
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. VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The Navy Department was notified on Sept. 24 that a 
torpedoboat on patrol duty off the Virginia Capes was 
disabled by a breakdown in the engine room, and had 
peen towed into port by another patrol boat. The acci- 
dent was due to a leaky water tank. 

It was stated at the Navy Department on Sept. 24, 
that the Department had virtually abandoned hope that 
electro-magnetic devices can be used successfully against 
submarines and at the present time no such device is 
peing used in the Navy.

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In another effort made to straighten out newspaper 
misrepresentation regarding his attitude in respect to 
the primers made at the Frankford Arsenal, Col. George 
Montgomery, U.S.A., has written a letter to the New 
York Times in reply to an editorial in that paper on 
“The Defective Cartridges.’ The Times had stated 
“that the commandant of the Frankford Arsenal last 
year advised the abandonment of the defective formula 
in favor of that used by nearly all the private ammuni- 
tion concerns in making cartridge primers. To this 
Colonel Montgomery replies in his letter: “While my 
opinion has been that the free sulphur type of primer 
cannot be as stable as the mercuric type of primer, or 
the nonmercurie primer where the sulphur is held in 
combination with other elements, nevertheless the offi- 
cers and the employees of this arsenal thoroughly be- 
lieved in the sulphur type of primer, from which they 
Obtained admirable results. The compositions are easy 
to mix and safe to handle, and while sporadic cases of 
the formation of acid in the primer has occurred in the 
past it was never considered so serious as to warrant 
a formal recommendation from me to discontinue it. I 
did not, therefore, make any recommendation to abandon 
the sulphur type of primer as used in the manufacture 
of rifle cartridges, nor did I take any steps to replace 
this primer until the situation was such that it was 
evident to those engaged in this manufacture that a 
change must be made. Such a change was not made 
without a certain amount of opposition on the part of 
those engaged in this manufacture, which resulted in the 
Tesignation of the foreman who mixed it and of several 
employees who did the loading. ‘The free sulphur type 
ef primer has been used by one-half of the manufactur- 
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ers of rifle ammunition in this copntry, and two of them 
are strongly opposed to abandoning it, and the opposi- 
tion of one of these manufacurers is based on the con- 
sideration that no other type of primer wil! give the 
same accuracy as the sulphur primer as made by him.” 








What the War and Navy Departments are doing to 
conserve the supply of tim for essential uses is shown 
by the following extracts from letters written by heads 
of those departments on this subject. Secretary Daniels 
wrote: “The Navy has already taken s‘eps looking 
toward the substitution of other materials for tin in 
packing certain items. Coffee will, in the vcry near 
future, the entirely packed in galvanized iron drums, 
and it is proposed to return to the wooden barrel for 
Navy syrup. In all cases the greatest care is being 
exercised in order that the consumption of tin may be 
reduced to the lowest limit. ‘There are certain items 
of the ration which in the last year or two have been 
changed from wood to tin, and it is not believed de 
sirable to go back to the wooden package for items like 
catsup, jam, and sauerkraut. There is too much loss 
both from leakage and deterioration im these items when 
packed in wood.” The Assistant Secretary of War 
wrote: “Instructions have been given to al! purchasing 
officers of the Army to accept articles in paper, or con- 
tainers other than tin, whereyer the packers will guar- 
antee the keeping quality, and a report has been called 
for on all the articles so accepted. It is not considered 
necessary or advisable, however, to change the specifi- 
cations of the Quartermaster Department in this re- 
gard, as under the provisions of paragraph 51, of the 
conditions governing purchase of subsisten supplies 
(Q.M.C. Form 120), when supplies of the kind, quality, 
or in packages as prescribed are not genera.:y in the 
market, bids for similar articles of the kinds available 
may be accepted.” 
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The Edueational Alliance of New York city has is- 
sued a pamphlet prepared by the Legal Aid Bureau 
of the organization, entitled “Law Guide for Soldiers 
and Sailors and Their Dependents,” the 
which is to advise the above resident in New York 
state of the legal questions most likely to affect them 
if they are entering the Services or if one is a depend- 
ent or relative of someone in the Service. The text 
explains the allotment of a soldier’s pay, the making 
of wills, estates of deceased persons, guardianship and 
custody of children, suits in court, debts, mortgages, 
and life insurance. The pamphlet is not issued with the 
intention of teaching the man im the military service 
or his dependents how to perform the requirements of 
law themselves, but to explain to them on what mat- 
ters it is advisable to consult a lawyer of the Legal 
Aid Bureau. The guides are for free distribution and 
copies will be sent by the Educational Alliance to 
every Exemption Board in New York city, to every set- 
tlement and to every other philanthropic institution 
that may ask for same. 
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Enlisted men in the Navy and Marine Corps who are 
“temporarily warranted or commissioned” under the Act 
of May 22, 1917, may without legal objections be paid 
their deposits at the time they are given their commis- 
sions, according to a recent decision of the Comptroller. 
This opinion was given in response to a letter of inquiry 
from the Secretary of the Navy who pointed out that it 
was “very desirable from an administrative point of view 
to pay to the temporary warrant or commissicned offi- 
cers the amount which they may have had on deposit as 
enlisted men in order to enable them to provide them- 
selves with the necessary uniform and equipment.” The 
Comptroller holds that since “an enlisted man temporarily 
warranted or commissioned” is discharged from service 
as an enlisted man during his continuance in the tem- 
porary position, this necessitates the payment to him 
of all pay and allowances due to him as an enlisted man, 
his deposits with the rest. 





The Fourth Draft Division Military Welfare League 
bas been organized in Rochester, N.Y., to solicit funds 
with which to supply comforts and luxuries for all drafted 
men and men in the enlisted service of the United States 
Army and Navy <nd the National Guard throughout the 
war, who are now in or may hereafter enter the Ser- 
vice from the division, which includes the 17th and 22d 
Wards.

The U.S. naval training station established at Minne- 
apolis, Minn., last month at Dunwoody Industrial Insti- 
tute has developed rapidly. Five hundred bluejackets and 
petty officers from all parts of the country are now in at- 
tendance, a hundred more are coming, and the quota will 
soon reach one thousand. Rear Admiral Leigh C. Pal- 
mer, U.S.N., Chief of the Bureau of Navigation made an 
official inspection of the Dunwoody detail recently, and 
reported in most favorable terms. The commandant is 
Ensign Colby Dodge, U.S.N., retired. The station is 
training cooks, bakers, blacksmiths, coppersmiths, car- 
penters, electricians, gas-engine men, machinists, and, 
what has lately been ordered, the most important class of 
all, radio operators. 
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Commanders of regiments now under organization at 
training cantonments have been ordered to designate a 
certain number of young officers for special instruction 





abroad. These officers will then return to the camps 
for duty as instructors. 





Capt. W. S. Overton, U.S.A., professor of military sci- 
ence and tactics at Yale University, addressed the under- 
graduate body on Sept. 26, the day before college-opened 
officially, following the customary rushes. He said that 
athletics should assist and not interfere with military 
training. Interclass games should be emphasized. Those 
who do not take part in sports should. prepare for hikes 
of instruction. ‘aptain Overton said he disliked pro-

The Navy League announced on Sept. 26 that “The 
Woman’s Naval Service,” with Mrs. George Dewey as 
President, had been organized to handie the work done 
heretofore by the women’s section of the league. Secre- 
tary Daniels is expectd to offer no opposition to the new 
organization’s plans of supplying the men of the fleet 
with sweaters, mufflers and other comforts which were 
formerly supplied by the Navy League. [Before this 
action was taken the women had offered their knitting to 
the soldiers, and Seeretary Baker had accepted, but ap- 
parently the new arrangement will supersede that. 
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Commenting upon the discussion in our columns rel- 
ative to the day’s adventure of a Regular and the re- 
plies thereto by Reservists, a non-commissioned staff 
officer of the Coast Artillery Corps advances the follow- 
ing suggestions to both: “Sink all personal difference 
and do the best that is in you whether you be Regular 
or Reservist. The Regular has had more experience 
in his line than the majority of Reservists. You now 
belong to the Army of the U.S. The Regular and the 
Reservist will have to work together to obtain the best 
results to defeat the common enemy.” 
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Vast quantities of smokeless fuel are believed to be 
available for the U.S. Navy by the discovery that an- 
thracite culm mixed with twenty per cent. of soft coal 
burns fiercely and produces none of the smoke which 
soft coal, now generally in use in the Service, gives 
forth, says the Daily Marine Record. Since the dis- 
covery has been made that a mixture of anthracite eulm 
and bituminous coal can be burned without smoke, large 
juantities of culm are being shipped from Pottsville, 
Pa., to New York, there being a jarge demand for the 
product in this city. 
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A. K. Macomber, the California sportsman and an 
irdent supporter of the movement for remounts for the 
Army, has again come to the fore in an effort to aid 
military racing by the presentation of a $250 trophy 
to be raced for at the United Hunts autumn meeting at 
tel~-nt Park Terminal, Long Island, N.Y¥., Oct. 13. 
One of the conditions of the event is that officers and 
men of the Army can get into ride at. 165 pounds with 
the distance two miles over the various barriers of this 
admittedly difficult course. 
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Major Gen. Charles G. Treat, N.A., has been ordered 
to Washington in connection with “extended field ser- 
vice.”

The authorized total number of medical 
officers in the Regular Army is seven for every thousand of en- 
listed strength, which w ould give at present figures about 2,100 
medical officers for the Regular Establishment; the proportions 
in grade to be 14 colonels to 24 lieutenant colonelS’ to 105 
majors to 300 captains or first lieutenants. This would give 
us in 2,100 medical officers about 638 colonels, 108 lieutenant 
colonels, 470 majors and 1,350 captains or first lieutenants.

Answer: (1) A Reserve 
Corps officer is commissioned for five years in the Reserve, and 
is paid only for active duty.

Authorization has been received at the headquarters of the 
Southern Department to lease between 21,000 and 22,000 acres 
of land about the city. Between 16,000 and 17,000 acres are 
adjoining the Leon Springs military reservation and are to 
be used as target ranges and maneuver grounds. . Five thou- 
sand acres of land east of the Salado and near the present 
military reservation at Fort Sam Houston is to be used for 
training the National Army division now being gathered at 
Camp Travis. It has been customary here for the Government 
to lease land prior to purchase so as to get immediate occu- 
pancy pending the examination of titles and settlement of 
other details. The leases are to run to July 1, 1918, with 
privilege of purchase. Leases now are being arranged for 
submission to the Government for an additional aviation field 
separate from Kelly Field, where four flying fields in all have 
been leased. This new field will consist of not less than 
1,280 acres and may be of larger size. 

More than twenty men from the 96th and 102d Aero Squad- 
rons who suffered an attack of what is said to be ptomaine 
poisoning Sunday at Kelly Field are reporfed out of danger 
Nine are still under treatment at the base hospital. A rigid 
investigation is under way to determine responsibility in the 
matter. Practically the last of the first contingent of slightly 
more than 2,000 men reached 90th Division headquarters at 
Camp Travis on Monday. Preparations are being rushed at 
headquarters for the reception of the second and larger con- 
tingent of drafted men. It is expected that between 16,000 
and 18,000 will arrive next week. Uniforms and equipment 
are ready, the quartermaster warehouses are filled and one 
would be astonished to know how much food is on hand. The 
barracks are all completed and are stocked with cots, stoves 
and refrigerators, ready for the 46,000 men expected; within 
ten days 20,000 will be here and real work will then start at 
Camp Travis. : 

The hospital unit at Camp Travis, consisting of fifty build- 
ings, will be ready for occupancy next week. This set ol 
buildings will have been constructed in less than four weeks. 
A total of 5,050 workmen are still employed. In ten days the 
laundry will be completed and in operation. Col. George E. 
Thorne, construction quartermaster at Camp Travis, affixed his 
signature to a check last week for’ $228,447.65 for the weekly 
pay-roll to Stone and Webster.
